The Election 


“Another fine day for the Ancients!” That was the rallying 
cry of members and friends as they observed the weather on this 
first Monday in June, 1947. 


One sometimes wonders at the exuberant enthusiasm exhibited 
each first Monday in June, but the colorful, kaleidoscopic inter- 
mingling display of uniforms, some representing those dating 
back to the earliest periods in our country’s history, and the 
greetings of old friends around the festive board, seem never to 
pall upon us. While there is no cry of “The King is dead, long 
live the King!” there is the feeling of satisfaction in reviewing 
the successes of the closing administration, and the anticipation 
of seeing the unfolding of a new one. It is this constant infusion 
of new blood that keeps this Company, so old in passing years, 
young and virile in each succeeding new year. 


The few remarks we make as an introductory part of each 
Annual Record serve only as a tie-up between the closing of 
one administration and the opening of a new, together with 
such comments as seem pertinent to the times. 


The full account of this closing day of Captain Rauscher’s 
administration is found in the preceding Annual Record. In 
that Record we commented upon the great experiment in national 
freedom begun when England gave up her control of India. 
That experiment is far from being settled but evidence is growing 
that it will be a success. During the year of this new administra- 
tion the great issue has arisen of the relation between Russia, 
with her satellite nations, all overpowered by tyranny, and the 
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Democracies of the world, particularly the United States and 
England. Is there no gratitude in the political world? Does all 
the military, financial, and economic assistance given to Russia 
in her hour of deadly peril, count for naught? Does the mag- 
nanimity of our military leaders in holding back their forces, 
when they could so easily have been the first to enter Berlin, but 
which honor they granted to Russia as a boon in recognition of 
the dreadful devastation of her land and material resources; 
does this find no response of gratitude and respect in the hearts 
of the Russian leaders? Apparently it does not, and now, she, 
who so lately was our ally, is so threatening, that once again 
the offices for registration of our youth are open, and again 
we find ourselves facing the danger of war. There has been no 
slogan in these days like “Remember the Maine” which pre- 
ceded the Spanish War, but we might well tell ourselves to 
remember the Murmanske Route, that terrible course of deadly 
cold and danger, over which were shipped from this country 
enormous quantities of military and other supplies without 
which, Russia could so easily have been overwhelmed. 


As this Record is being written, there is in process of being 
settled, in a Democratic way, in Newfoundland, a question as to 
whether or not she shall remain as a Colony of Great Britain, 
become a separate Dominion of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations, or become a Province of the Dominion of Canada. This 
will be decided by a majority vote of the citizens and express 
the will of the people. Compare this sort of important, National 
question, settled peaceably, and by the voice of the people, 
with the forcible annexation of territory by Dictators and Ty- 
rants, in complete disregard of the wishes of the peoples in- 
volved. May God grant that when these days of uncertainty 
and unrest are ended, all such questions shall be settled in that 
peaceful manner rather than by the force of arms. 


New Brunswick where our Fall Field Tour of Duty is held 
this year, has a close blood tie with us, as we remember that 
when the British evacuated Boston in 1776, many of the citizens 
preferred to go with the troops, and eventually settled in New 
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Brunswick. In St. Andrews Church, in Saint John is the orig- 
inal Unicorn and Lion which had hung in the Council Chamber 
of what we now know as the Old State House, and which was 
taken to New York at the time of the evacuation, later taken 
to Halifax, and later permanently placed in this Church. This 
emblem was the Coat of Arms of the House of Hanover, of which 
King George III, was a member. The Lion and Unicorn now 
on the end of the Old State House facing State Street, is a 
replica of the one removed to Saint John. 


In the Election this year, the Gavel and Gorget passed to 
one who has made his mark chiefly in the business world. This 
again emphasizes our previous remarks upon the alternating 
in our Commanding Officers of military men, professional men, 


and business men. 


Our new Captain is the only son of Charles I. Brink, who 
was one of the pioners in the development of electrical advertis- 
ing displays following the invention of the electric lamp by 
Thomas A. Edison. Upon the invention of the Neon tube by 
Georges Claude in France, Captain Brink and his father, recog- 
nizing its future possibilities, spent nine months in Europe 
securing first-hand information on the technical and manufac- 
turing developments. They became the third company in the 
United States to manufacture and sell Neon tubing. 


Captain Brink’s early boyhood was spent in Charlestown in 
the shadow of Bunker Hill. He later moved to Dorchester, 
graduating from William E. Russell School, and then complet- 
ing his High School education at Mechanics Arts High School 
in Boston. He took a post graduate course and in the meantime 
passed the entrance examinations to Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, but went into business with his father instead of 
continuing in college. Previous to joining the Company, he was 
a guest at many of their activities and joined the Company on 
August 31, 1931. His Company record is as follows:

Commissioned Lieutenant-Colonel August 13, 1948 by Gov- 
ernor Robert F. Bradford. 


During World War I he was assistant purchasing agent of 
the Emergency Fleet Corporation in Philadelphia in 1917, and 
in 1918 be became purchasing agent of the Standard Shipbuild- 
ing Corporation, New York City. During World War II the 
entire facilities of his company (C. I. Brink, Incorporated) 
were turned over to the manufacture of naval equipment, and 
fittings were made for the destroyers launched by Bath Iron 
Works, Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corporation, Walsh-Kaiser Cor- 
poration and the United States Navy. 


Captain Brink has taken considerable interest in awarding 
yearly scholarships to the graduating class of his old High 
School now known as the Technical High School of Boston. He 
is past president of the Luncheon Club of Boston, Boston Auto- 
mobile Club, National Association of Sign Manufacturers, and a 
member of the Engineers Club,

THE THREE HUNDRED TENTH FALL FIELD DAY 
Fripay, SEPTEMBER 26, 1947

Previous to assembly, the Officers gathered in front of Faneuil 
Hall, where had been brought the Trailer which the Company 
had obtained and refinished and equipped, including a loud 
speaker. This trailer is to be used by the National Guard in their 
recruiting program. Captain Brink, in behalf of the Company, 
presented the Trailer to the Adjutant General of the State, 
Major General William G. Harrison, Jr., who accepted the 
gift in behalf of the National Guard. 


After published calls, the Company headed by the Boston Fire 
Department band paraded through Merchants Row and State 
Street to the Eastern Steampship Wharf and boarded the S.S, 
Yarmouth for the first leg of the journey. Governor Bradford, a 
distinguished member of the Company, was detained by official 
business, and was unable to join the Parade, but joined the 
Company on the ship and accompanied us to Saint John. Other 
pressing duties compelled him to return Sunday thus missing the 
Monday celebrations. His comrades appreciated the honor he 
paid the Company by giving so much of his crowded time to 
help make the trip a success. A quiet evening, and a beautiful 
moonlit sea gave relaxation and pleasure and the usual visiting 
and renewing of old acquaintances and friendships, closed the 
first day. 


SATURDAY, SEPTEMBER 27, 1947

Breakfast was served aboard the ship. An incident arousing 
much interest was the killing of a whale. Omitting the inevitable 
jokes that we had a whale of a time, and that “Moby Dick” took 
a trip with the Ancients, the fact is that about a hundred miles 
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short of our destination, the ship struck a forty foot whale, which 
later was estimated to weigh about four tons, with such force 
that it could not be released and was pushed ahead the rest of 
the way to Yarmouth, where it was cut away and towed to the 
further flats to become food for the fishes and gulls. 


When Governor Bradford was told about the incident by 
General George Moyse of Waltham he laughed and commented 
that he was being victimized with another “fish story.” Captain 
Brink, and Colonel Zarkis Zarkarian, the Governor’s military 
aid, vouched for General Moyse’s report and the Governor 
walked over to the point on the wharf where the huge whale 
was tied up. The Governor said that in his opinion it was nothing 
but a Massachusetts cod fish pushed from Gloucester. 


Some of the Ancients and a big crowd of townspeople were 
already on hand to see the sight when the Governor arrived. 


Captain Corning said there was no damage to the vessel. 


After breakfast the company transferred to a special train 
for Digby, passing through the lower valley of the Annapolis, 
the land of Evangeline, immortalized by Longfellow in his 
great epic poem. From the car windows the views of country 
side were reminiscent of our own New England, but lacking 
the more populated towns. Many of the farm buildings were not 
so well cared for as our own. The “Forest Primeval” and the 
“murmuring pines and the hemlocks, bearded with moss and 
with garments green, indistinct in the twilight” as portrayed in 
the great poem were gone, evidence of the destruction of one 
of the great natural resources of a country. Digby is a small, 
incorporated town of 2000 population. Its chief industries 
are lumbering and fishing. It claims to have the largest scallop 
fishing fleet on the Atlantic coast, a claim which our own Cape 
members probably will dispute. At the next pier, an English ship 
was loading small logs 3 to 6 inches in diameter and about 
6-7 feet long. These were pit props, shipped to England to be 
used as props in support of the coal mine pits. After a wait 
of about three hours, the Company boarded the S.S. Princess 
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Helene for St. John. The three hour steam ship trip was inter- 
esting to the members as we passed over the turbulent waters of 
the Bay of Fundy, with its phenomenal tides. 


Arriving at St. John, the Company was met by our Honorable 
Member, Honorable D. Laurence MacLaren, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor of the Province of New Brunswick, and Mayor James D. 
McKenna of St. John and, preceded by a band of kilted bag 
pipers, paraded to the Hotel Admiral Beatty, which was to be 
the headquarters of the Company. The Company has been to 
St. John so many times, that no detailed description of the city 
is called for. 


Sunday, September 28, 1947

In the morning, many members attended different Church 
Services. A group of forty odd attended at St. Andrews Church 
and were greatly interested in the Royal Coat of Arms on the 
wall over the rear entrance. Previous to the Revolutionary War, 
this emblem hung in the Council Chamber in what is now the old 
State House at the head of State Street in Boston. When the 
British evacuated Boston, March 17, 1776, it was removed and 
taken to New York. Afterwards it was sent to Halifax and still 
later to St. John. In the great fire of 1877 which razed nearly 
three quarters of the city, it was among the few things saved 
from the Church, which was completely destroyed. When the 
Church was rebuilt, the emblem was hung in the new Church in 
the same location it had occupied in the old. The Lion and 
Unicorn on the old State House, facing down State Street, are 
replicas of this emblem, the Royal Coat of Arms of the Hanover- 
ian family of which King George the Third was a member. 


In the afternoon, the members were guests of the Byng Boys’ 
Club. In 1937, the Company then visiting St. John under the 
command of Colonel Cahill, were guests of this Club, and there 
were many this year who were present at that time. A group 
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picture was taken, which will hang in the Club Room alongside 
the picture taken in 1937.

I want to say first of all how proud I am to as 
in this solemn period of your 310th anniversary 
celebrations I am glad that you pause to pay tribute to our Glorious Dead, 
those who proudly went out to battle, but were not to come back. 

As you make this pause I would remind you of the words of the great 
Law-giver, Moses. In Deuteronomy 8/2 he speaks to the Children of Israel 
in this way — “And thou shalt remember all the way the Lord thy God 
hath led thee.” Behind them was a great and terrible wilderness — before 
them a promised land, and Moses wants them to realize the value of 


looking back. 


“Thou shalt remember.” That I think is the object of this gathering 
that we are taking part in right now. Now what would those people 
remember? First, I think they would remember that Almighty God 
delivered them from their enemies, from all their tribulations; and as we 
look back this morning, we in our generation can see just the same 
thing. We remember the many dark days when we wondered if the 
enemy was going to overcome us, and when the forces of Hell seemed 
to be let loose, the tyrant apparently overcoming all the Allied Forces. 
Let us look back now and remember that in those days we prayed for 
men and they came in the thousands; we prayed for munitions and they 
were turned out by the tons. We prayed on our knees for victory, and 
Almighty God granted that prayer. Might was not right, and the nations 
that had trusted in their evil plans and their long military preparations 
for war were beaten back by men from farms and factories, from work- 
shops and universities. 
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Today we enjoy a free way of life. We are proud of our way of govern- 
ment, but we must remember always that it was bought and paid for 
by the blood of the cream of the world’s manhood. Never let that leave 
our minds. They did not live to see either victory or peace; they were 
sacrificed on the altar. Well might we pause with bowed heads this 
morning in silent prayer as we remember before Almighty God and in 
the face of this assembly all those who died. 


Captain Brink and his Officers placed a wreath at the foot of the 
monument.

Comrades and friends; We are today paying tribute to the 
gallant dead who made the supreme sacrifice for their glorious 
Country, Canada.

Greetings to fellow Americans and our kindly neighbors in Canada and 
New Brunswick! For the fourth time, we have felt the warmth of your 
welcome. 


Somehow, I like to think of our friends in the Maritime Provinces as 
the sort of neighbors whose relations over the invisible boundary line 
suggest the sort of neighbors who can “borrow eggs over the back fence.” 
With our Latin and Portuguese friends to the south, we are truly fellow 
Americans, 


; As I strolled the paths of this beautiful King Square Park, I was 
inspired with the fact that the pathways here represent the glory stripes 
of the Union Jack, a reminder of the loyalty of Great Britain to the 
ideal of democracy which they have so heroically struggled and suffered 
in “Blood, sweat and tears” to maintain. 


The welcome on Saturday at the pier by throngs of your people made 
us feel that we were home again among friends for the fourth time. 


Now for a brief talk concerning our own Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts. 
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This story should have been told by our own Governor Bradford of 
Massachusetts whose gracious presence here makes this Fall Field Day in 
Saint John a memorable event. 


In 1638, Captain Keayne and thirteen other members of the London 
Artillery Company of London organized our Corps in Boston for the 
purpose of training officers and men for military duty in protecting 
home and fireside. Seven years later, the Company fought with Miles 
Standish and his pilgrim soldiers in an expedition against the Indians. 
And Miles did not send them with any wedding proposition to Priscilla! 
On the walls of our Armory in Faneuil Hall in Boston are the portraits 
of every Commander including those who succeeded Captain Keayne, 
year after year. This marks it the oldest military organization in the 
Western Hemisphere. 


The three hundredth Anniversary was celebrated with the London 
Company in 1938 and on an earlier visit it was this Corps that first 
carried the Stars and Stripes into Windsor Castle and greeted the revered 
Queen Victoria who was toasted by one of our gallant commanders as 
“a womanly queen and a queenly woman.” The word, “Honorable” is 
said to have developed from a sermon at the old South Church preceding 
the Drum Head Election held on Boston Common every June. The 
minister addressed the assembled members as the “Honorable and Ancient 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts.” The minister on the succeeding 
year addressed them as the “Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts.” From these two greetings came the name “Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts” with whom the 
Governor of the Commonwealth parades on foot through the streets of 
Boston to the Common every year. In 1782, the records reveal that the 
Corps was officially christened the “Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany”. In earlier days, the members wore the uniforms in which they 
had seen service. It contained the uniform of the Continentals; then 
came the attire of the Mexican war, the tall hats with plumes; then the 
Civil War; later the khaki of our soldiers in the two global wars, but 
most gaily arrayed in the blue costume with lurid and bright red trim- 
mings, the colorful parades, year after year, on the streets of Boston, 
have done much to keep alive the inspiring memories of the past, reflecting 
the spirit of that-ancient slogan “Set a Watch Lest the Old Traditions 
Fail.” 


After standing by this sanctified Cenotaph, recalling the heroic deeds 
of the legions who have fought for the ideals of freedom and democracy, 
we return home with renewed consecration to the fellowship of nations. 


And now, we extend an invitation to your Honor, the Lieutenant- 
Governor of New Brunswick and everyone of you, the citizens of the 
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Maritime Provinces, to visit our Armory in Faneuil Hall and see there, 
what is to me, the most interesing Museum of the past and inspiration for 
the future. Over our Armory the weather vane of the grasshopper points 
the varying winds. The treaties and “arrangements” as they are recorded 
in the State Department have endured and swept away an armed frontier 
between the Dominion of Canada and the United States of America. 
Saint John maintains the tradition of good citizenship recruited by people 
from all lands, according them that freedom and liberty which “springs 
eternal within the human breast” the world over today. We are here 
remembering that old ancient proverb, “enjoy yourself, it may be later 
than we think” and I think you will agree that your guests, the Ancient

Captain Brink: Honorable Sirs, distinguished guests, our eS 
teemed comrade Lieutenant-Governor Laurence MacLaren, Com- 
rades of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts, and friends. 
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We are here today to celebrate with you at this banquet our 
310th Fall Field Day Tour of Duty. It is the fourth time the 
Ancients have visited Saint John and many friendships are 
being renewed tonight which were formed on our trips to Canada. 


This morning we paid tribute at the Memorial Monument to 
the gallant soldiers who made the supreme sacrifice in the 
defence of this great country and who fought side by side with 
our comrades in the first world war. As I listened to the ad- 
dress of our comrade Joe Mitchell Chapple I saw many a tear 
on the cheeks of those assembled. This stirring demonstration 
of the feelings of your people makes words futile to express 
the common understanding in the hearts of these two English- 
speaking peoples. This understanding has been based on a peace 
which has lasted for one hundred and thirty years by a simple 
agreement written in 1818, which ranks in importance in today’s 
affairs with the Magna Carta and the Declaration of Independence. 
On a common border between our countries more than three 
thousand miles long, it has guaranteed life, liberty and happiness 
unparalleled in the history of the world. 


The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachu- 
setts was chartered in 1638 for the purpose of protecting the 
pioneer homes of the Bay State colony and to provide a school 
for the military training which might be required to defend 
the new world homes ‘from the raids of Indians and other foe. 
It was the first military company to be formed by English. 
speaking people in the Western Hemisphere. The Corps has 
continued on for more than three centuries with an unbroken 
record of achievement and brought to this country the traditions 
of the Honourable Artillery Company of London formed in 
1537. Fourteen members of the London Company were charter 
members of our own esteemed Corps. 


Now may I pause to pay tribute to our comrades in the 
Motherland for their continuous public service of four hundred 
years. The muster roll of these two veteran organizations has 
always included leaders of civic life ready to defend home and 
country at all times and in every emergency. The members kept 
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in mind the necessity of continuous training in military tactics 
to provide adequate defence for all communities. With our 
comrades of British blood we have recognized the individual’s 
obligation to serve in whatever capacity necessary to promote 
democratic ideals, personal freedom and self-government and 
social and spiritual relations which constitute true citizenship. 
While we glory in the achievements of the past, we are march- 
ing on with high hopes for the future. We rejoice in the com- 
radeship that exists between the Motherland, the Dominion of 
Canada, the Maritime Provinces and the United States of 
America. As good neighbors we are linking the fellowship of the 
past with faith for the future of enduring peace for all nations 
and the friendship across the invisible boundary lines that will 


never fail.

Captain Brink, Your Worship, Mr. Minister, distinguished guests, and 
my dear fellow comrades of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts. 


Any Canadian is always very proud to respond to a toast to Canada, 
and when I was asked to do this I felt very honored. But before I per- 
form that very pleasant part of my duty this evening I think I would 
very briefly like perhaps to speak in a personal straint about the Ancients 
and our association. It was twenty years ago when you first came here, 
and we well remember the impression made when you came back to us 
four times. But during the time that has passed in those years, a very 
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great many of the Ancients have accepted the last Parade — Tom 
Ratigan, Comrades Bolton and Charlie Gale, and I could go on. I think 
that you as Ancients have made a wonderful contribution to your Country 
in the manner in which you have visited the Dominion on so many 
occasions, and you have always been ambassadors of goodwill. 


I think the time I was most impressed at any meeting of the Ancients 
was when the English Company came in 1938. I think there was some- 
thing like 800 at that dinner of the Company and as they darkened the 
room and at one end of the room in the searchlight was the Stars and 
Stripes and in the other end the Union Jack, we little thought at that 
time about the war in which we would soon be engaged. We all thought 
so long as those two flags waved side by side that liberty for mankind 
would always live. 


As the Governor of the Province, I welcome you to New Brunswick. It 
is a very happy thing for me to do as I have enjoyed so much the 
visit that I make with you each year. 


Now replying to the toast to Canada, it is a vast Country and I could 
be very long if I were to speak on this Country; but tonight I am going to 
give you the words of a great Canadian that were spoken fifty years ago 
when he responded to a toast to Canada. In 1897 at Queen Victoria’s 
Jubilee every part of the British Empire was represented and a dinner 
was given for the representatives in London, and a representative for each 
part of that far-flung Empire responded to a toast. Sir Wilfred Laurier, 
who was the Premier of Canada at the time, was unable to be present, 
and he cabled to Sir George E. Foster to ask him to reply. Sir George 
was one of our greatest orators — a great Parliamentarian, a great 
Canadian, and native son of this Province; and when Sir George spoke 


those words fifty years ago he spoke them with vision of a great Canada, - 


and we too in our time vision a still greater Canada: 


“Yonder, looking forth from the broad thresh-hold of the future, 
stands a form, wonderful in beauty, excellent in strength, and 
radiant with cheerful hope, the Maple Leaf wreathes her brow. On 
either side crouch the bear and the beaver, and from her shining 
shoulders falls with graceful folds, ‘The flag that for a thousand years 
has braved the battle and the breeze.” 


“She speaks, and Lo! the keen bladed axe gleams in the sunshine; 
tall pines and giant hemlocks crash to earth; and deep-keeled ships 
glide out from safe moorings to plow the billowy sea. 


“Again she speaks, — and drill and compressor, pick and shovel, 
are plied with ceaseless energy, till from the yawning pits gold and 
precious metals leap to the surface, and ask to be transmuted into 
force and wealth. 
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“Again she speaks, and plow and harrow, sickle and reaper mellow 
the rich soil and shear the increase, and the creaking wains bear the 
harvests home, and the well-filled barns laugh with golden plenty. 


“Once more she speaks, and mammoth engines swirl her bounteous 
produce over ten thousand miles of doubly shining steel; winds blow, 
waters flow, to drive her vast machinery. 


“Again she speaks, and from every hillside and every valley, every 
city and every hamlet, school doors open wide, and merry trooping 
children with eager feet mount the steps of the temples of 
knowledge, serve within, and bear in noisy happy groups the precious 
garnering home again. 


“And yet once more, on quiet Sabbath morn, when traflic’s swirling 
tide retires before the Holy Calm, see on bended knee she drops, 
and with reverent closed eyes and bowed head she whispers to Heaven 
her faith — our Father’s God, in Thee we trust. 


“Who is this, and what is her name? — and I answer, she who gave 
us birth; she who cradled our infancy, and now claims the devotion 
of our manhood; — CANADA — land of the Shining Snow and 
Gleaming Sunshine; Daughter in her Mother’s House — Mistress 
in her own.”

Captain Brink, Your Honor, Your Worship, Comrades all. 


It is good to be here among friends — friends whom we love and 
respect, and whom we have reason to believe love and respect us. 


The United States, the old Bay Colony of Massachusetts, the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts — these are syn- 
onymous terms because all these were born together. They lived together, 
they grew up together and became of age together. During the early 
hectic days of our struggle for liberty, the members of this Company 
bore the brunt of the leadership. Down through the years the members of 
this Company have been true to the oath that they take when they join 
the Ancients, when they swear fealty to our United States of America, The 
United States — Oh, that I had the tongue of a Patrick Henry or of a 
Laurier or a Churchill, that I might properly draw for you a word picture 
of our great industrial nation — many times drifting, drifting, yes, we 
know not where; but with a Citizenry who have a passion for the truth 
that all men are born equal and that justice and liberty and self-govern- 
ment are more important than even life itself; a nation who loves all 
peoples and who is always ready to help any other nation in trouble. 
The United States eager for liberty and justice that “fired the shot 
heard around the world” — the shot heard echoing down the ages because 
it declared that no longer was the common man to be pushed around — 
that he would govern himself. Where men in homespun clothing and with 
nondescript rifles dared face the great army of the greatest nation of 
that time. Yes, and they dared to die that their sons and their sons’ sons 
might have liberty, freedom and self-government forever. Their bodies will

be found at the bottom of the Seven Seas and their bones are bleaching 
in the far corners of the world. 


Fifty years ago as a soldier I stood in the ranks of a regiment on a 
field in Tampa, Florida. This regiment was part of the Army of invasion 
of Cuba. We were departing on the following day and were to be loaded 
into the transports. It was in the Spanish War, a war which our United 
States fought solely to rescue a weak nation from a powerful, brutal nation. 
Our regiment were being given a new stand of colors — all the regiments 
were being given new colors, and on this field regiments were lined up 
and high-ranking officers were presenting these new stands of colors. A 
General was making the presentation to us, and as he started in with his 
nice little speech, a band on our left started up and he had to raise 
his voice higher and higher, and we didn’t get any part of the speech 
until he had just about reached the end, and by that time his voice was 
loud enough so we heard him say, “And may the God of our fathers 
hold you in his keeping, bring you victory and bring peace to our 
country.” Then he turned to our Colonel, who apparently was an old- 
time friend and he said something that was not intended for us, Just 
as he was about to say it, however, tuned up to this high-pitched voice, 
the band on our left stopped — and there was an absolute silence and 
we all heard, “Well, Henry, this is up to you; take your - - - - - regiment 
to Cuba and when you find those - - - - - , give them Hell!” Thus are 
the sons of Uncle Sam sent everywhere to uphold liberty and justice; 
they are sent with a prayer, for we are a religious people, but to take 
no chances he also admonishes them, “See that you fight, don’t depend 
on prayer alone.” 


The United States of America, the old Bay Colony of Massachusetts, 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts — syn- 
onymous through all the years; may the God of our Fathers guide us 
and guide them to our future destiny.

I bring you greetings from the Premier and the Government of the 
Province of New Brunswick. I am reminded by reading the history and the 
story of your Company that around its pages have streamed history. 
Tyrannies have fallen, civilizations have come and gone since those who 
originated it had the dream in their minds that this memorable Company 
should play a part in the formation of the history of the United States. 
And now we join with you in commemorating this visit to New Brunswick 
— this province which stems from the traditions of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts — of the men who came to these shores with the salt 
tang of the sea in their nostrils; men who loved liberty as you love liberty. 


We are witnessing, and you are witnessing in the world today many 
strange things.

The stamina that sent the Pilgrim Fathers to the shores 
of the Atlantic, the men and women who hewed from our forests a 
mighty nation on the northern half of this continent still remains the 
same, but Britain is weak — weak because it poured forth its treasure 
of men and material to save the world, which could not have been saved 
unless the United States of America had joined in that mighty effort. 
God only knows how weak the British Empire is. To us apparently the 
Empire is falling apart — India gains her liberty — Egypt thrashing

Captain Brink, Your Honor, Mr. Minister, distinguished guests, mem- 
bers of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 


I wish to re-emphasize the warmth of the welcome to you visitors here 
from the citizens of the City of Saint John. My regret is that His 
Excellency the Governor of Massachusetts was not able to stay with us. 
From his spokesman we have received warm greetings to the City of Saint 
John. May I request that he in turn take back to His Excellency our very 
sincere regrets that he was not able to stay here, and convey to him the 
very best and heartfelt wishes of the people of Saint John. 


Mr. Chairman, a great deal has been said here tonight about the friend- 
ship between Canada and the United States. We have all visited Boston. 
I had a friend born in New Brunswick, one of your outstanding manu- 
facturers in the City of Boston, who took me around one day and showed 
me a lot of historic sites of Boston, and I can very well remember his 
saying, “There is where we drove the hated British into the Sea.” But 
these things are gone. You are sitting here dining tonight in the oldest 
incorporated City of Canada acting through charter from the British 
Crown, a City established by Loyalist men who left the United States to 
uphold their allegiance to the British flag. They came here and amid 
hardships and destitution they won their way, but they didn’t cease there. 
Their descendants came by countless thousands, and unfortunately they 
left this Province and have gone back to the United States from whence 
their forbears came, and they don’t occupy menial positions; they are 
to be reckoned as leaders in your financial institutions, in all your pro- 
fessions, in business. While you gave the Loyalists to us; we gave their 
descendants back to you. 


Our friend General Foote told the story of the United States Army 
and their achievements in the War of Independence or the Revolutionary 
War, however you care to regard it. But I wonder how many men in this 
room — particularly in Canada, realize what that war meant to the 
British Empire. I think if you recall the words of Pitt, it was not all 
one-sided, I think the Colonies of that time, that later constituted the 
United States, had support in the British Parliament. I think it was Pitt 
that said, “If I were an American as I am an Englishman, I never would 
lay down my arms — never, never, never.” 
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The French forces of Lafayette went back to France, and then fol- 
lowed the French Revolution. The French Revolution had its influence 
in England. The influence of the French Revolution led to the Reform 
Bill of 1832. I think it was the Duke of Wellington at that time who was 
the Prime Minister of Great Britain and he refused the Bill, and I think 
it was one of the Greys who went to William IV and said this, “You 
either appoint sufficient members of the House of Lords to vote through 
that Bill or we will lead an army of one hundred thousand men on London 
within twenty-four hours.” And the Bill went through and England got 
its first real Parliamentary Government. Then what happened in Canada? 
Durham as you remember — I think in 1837 — came to this country as 
the Governor of Upper and Lower Canada, and he was the first man 
(I want you Americans to get this) he was the first man that sensed the 
importance of friendship between the United States and Canada, and in 
1837 during the presidency of President Jackson he proposed that he 
would visit Buffalo and pay a friendly call on the people of the United 
States, and the President at that time sent his representative to Buffalo, 
and for the first time since the Revolutionary War the British red coat 
stood again on United States territory. And it was Durham, Gentlemen, 
that gave Canada its first taste of Parliamentary Government. I think 
it take us back to the genesis of the Revolutionary War in the United 
States; it takes us back to how great an influence that has had in the 
history of the world and particularly on the British Empire and on this 
Canada of ours. I am very glad to pay that tribute, to say as a very 
great admirer of British institutions, that the United States through the 
Revolutionary War made a very fine contribution to the liberties of this 
Empire. 


Now, Mr. Chairman, I have a very pleasant duty to perform here this 
evening. I haven’t said anything so far about the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts. I want to say of Captain Brink, that 
he is an ideal host, that every contact that I have had with him since he 
came here has been most pleasant. 


Now we have a little souvenir of your visit, which we would ask your 
Commanding Officer to accept. I am not going to permit him to open it 
because I want to display it myself and explain how appropriate it is. 
The inscription on this is “Presented to Captain John C. Brink, Captain 
Commanding the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massa- 
chusetts by the City of Saint John, New Brunswick, on the occasion of the 
visit of the Company to the City September 29th, 1947.” Gentlemen, this 
is a little tea-caddy. We thought what would be more appropriate to present 
to a resident of Boston than a tea-caddy? We only hope the blame thing 
won’t cause as much trouble as the tea did one time. It isn’t a valuable 
gift; it is simply a little appreciation on behalf of the City of Saint John 
to your Captain, representing you, and we hope that it will be a re- 
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minder of your trip here as the Commanding Officer of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 


Caprain Brink: May I take this opportunity to thank His 
Worship the Mayor. It is very difficult to find words. If I can’t 
come here and bring a body of Ancients, I hope I can bring 
my family and visit the City of Saint John; that will be my 
next visit. 


General Moyse then proposed:

Captain Brink: Comrades and friends, there has been a great 
change taking place in Faneuil Hall since probably any of you 
Canadians have been to Boston, and I hope that you will come 
and visit Faneuil Hall and the home of the Ancients. Faneuil 
Hall has been redecorated from top to bottom. It is one of the 
most beautiful buildings in America and we are proud to have 
such a building — the Cradle of Liberty — as our armory in 
Boston. Now, we are very unfortunate tonight in that the acting 
Mayor of Boston could not be present, but he has sent in his 
stead the man who had charge of redecorating Faneuil Hall — 
James A. Sullivan, Building Commissioner of the City of Boston.

Your Honor, Your Worship the Mayor, distinguished guests and friends 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 


I have had a fine time since we arrived. It is, indeed an honor and a 
privilege to have the opportunity to say a few words to this great 
gathering. It is impossible to be with you, the citizens of Saint John, 
even for so short a stay as this and experience the welcome of your 
friendly people, without feeling both humble and proud; humbled because 
we do not think we merit such a reception, and proud because such 
grand folks as you do think we do. His Honor Mayor John B. Hynes of 
Boston has asked me to express to you his disappointment at his in- 
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ability to be present with you and respond personally to the toast tonight 
to the City of Boston. 


Boston needs no introduction to any citizens of New Brunswick. As 
far back as 1754 Col. the Honorable Robert Monckton was sent to 
Boston to organize a force of which he was to command. John Winslow 
was appointed second-in-command. They worked unceasingly and with 
some assistance from the Governor of Massachusetts about two thousand 
men were recruited, and when all was ready six vessels sailed from 
Boston on May 20th, 1755. They arrived on June 2nd and together with 
four hundred regulars they captured Fort Beausejour. The name was 
changed to Fort Cumberland and is now a national site. 


Likewise, we Bostonians know New Brunswick. Thousands of your 
citizens have come to Boston enriching us by their God-fearing steady 
character, becoming among our most respected citizens. With such a 
record of mutual understanding in the past, let us resolve that the men 
of Massachusetts and New Brunswick not only uphold the lofty ideals 
of the past but together extend our influence to show how nations should 
live with each other far across the ocean. Such international gatherings 
as this, together with our long undefended boundary, point out the way. 
In conclusion, in the name of His Honor Mayor John B. Hynes of Boston, 
I want to extend to you a cordial invitation to visit the City of Boston. 
We in Boston are historically rich with hundreds of tablets, monuments 
and historical shrines which bring back the memory of the Revolutionary 
and Civil Wars, and I especially invite you to visit the home of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts — Faneuil Hall, the 
Cradle of Liberty. 


Captain Brink: At this time it is a very sad occasion to me 
to stand up and speak about Captain Fred Herman, who as my 
aide has done a great deal of work — in fact I couldn’t stand 
here tonight and carry out the celebration without thinking of 
what he has given to this Company. He has been a member of 
the Company a long time. He was stricken the other evening 
and in the best interests of his health and the Company we had 
him taken to the Saint John General Hospital. I visited him 
this morning — His Worship the Mayor came with me again 
this afternoon with our two Lieutenants and the Sergeant. He 
was very glad to see us, but he is in a very weak state. Every- 
thing possible is being done for Captain Herman. The Manager 
of this hotel, Mr. Sweeney, is a member of the Hospital Board, 
and we have consulted the best heart specialist in New Bruns- 
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wick. I want at this time to thank Dr. Reynolds and Dr. Roche 
for the assistance they gave so quickly at that time. I only hope 
when we get the next report that we will be able to have Captain 
Herman ride home with us to Boston. 


I have a telegram of congratulations from Major William H. 
Ellis, but I won’t take the time, to read it tonight. We are very 
glad to hear that he is recovering. 


In response to the hospitality that the Province of New Bruns- 
wick has extended to us, and showing our respect to Lieutenant- 
Governor Laurie MacLaren, we have brought with us from 
Boston a little memento to present to the Governor, and I take 
this opportunity to present him with a plaque, which I hope 
will remind of our stay in Saint John. 


Captain Brink then called upon Lieutenant Colonel Charles A. 
Malley to make the presentation of the Plaque. Colonel Malley’s 
remarks were as follows: 


Mr. Commander: I am sincerely grateful for the privilege of perform- 
ing the duty to which you have assigned to me on this occasion, because 
I know that I am conveying to a grand gentleman an expression which 
comes from the hearts of all the comrades who comprise the membership 
of over six hundred in the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts. 


For over twenty years through many contacts and associations, our 
love and admiration for Lieutenant Governor D. Laurence MacLaren has 
increased and deepened. 


We first knew him as a brave and honored veteran of the first World 
War and a humble citizen of Canada: then as Mayor of Saint John: 
then as a contributor of tireless and valuable service to his Country in 
World War Two and now as the able and beloved Lieutenant Governor 
of the Province of New Brunswick and a leading citizen of the Dominion 
of Canada. 


Across the border in our Country his sterling qualities have been so 
recognized that today we are proud to remind you that we welcome him 
as our Honorary Member for the Dominion of Canada.

Captain Brink: And now, Gentlemen, it is also my privilege 
to show the esteem of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts to His Worship the Mayor. (Captain 
Brink then presented a desk set to His Worship Mayor James D. 
McKenna). 


Caprain Brink: Coming from the hospital this afternoon with 
His Worship the Mayor, we were invited to stop at his home 
and we called on his fair lady, Mrs. McKenna; and I take this 
opportunity to present to her these roses from the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, to you, Sir, 
for your dear wife. 


Comrades and friends, this will bring the 310th formal Field 
Day program of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts to a close. We want to express the thanks and 
the appreciation of the entire Company to the people of Saint 
John and the Province of New Brunswick for their fine spirit 
as well the great hotel which has served us so well. I thank you.

United States at large. And finally, that thou wilt most graciously 
be pleased to dispose us all to do justice, to love mercy, and to 
conduct ourselyes with that charity, humility, and pacific temper 
of mind which were the characteristics of the divine author of our 
blessed religion, and without a humble imitation of whose 
example in these things we can never hope to be a happy 
nation. Amen. 


Before introducing the speakers, Captain Brink said: 


We are commemorating today in Faneuil Hall, one of 
America’s Greatest Anniversaries — the birthday of General 
George Washington. No city or town in the entire country is 
richer in tradition than Boston. Here in the “Cradle of Liberty” 
George Washington during his first year as President of the

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United States, was the guest of our city in 1789. He was a 
great American — who gave his all that we might enjoy Life, 
Liberty and the Pursuit of Happiness. He was born a man of 
wealth, yet he devoted all his life to service as a soldier in the 
early trials of our Colonial days. Washington had the same 
ideals as Captain Robert Keayne, who founded the Artillery 
Company in 1638. Where in all our history do we find greater 
men — who have given us the inspiration to make our coun- 
try strong in arms, and to be respected. 


We are all familiar with the history of our first President 
as Commander-In-Chief of the first American Army — His 
weary years of struggle to ultimate success and victory over 
the superior armed forces of England, at that time the greatest 
nation in the world. So let us protect these rights won by the 
sweat, blood, and sacrifice of our ancestors — Let us renew the 
traditions of the past. 


This being the Governor’s day, he was the principal speaker. 
Captain Brink introduced the honored guests at the head table, 
among whom, besides the speakers were: Lt. H. Bradford Lewis, 
our second oldest member, Col. Thomas F. Sullivan, Lt. Gov. 
Arthur W. Coolidge, State Treasurer, Laurence F. Curtis, Capt. 
Sexton, U. S. Coast Guard and Asst. Adjutant General, Joseph 
L. Madigan. 


In introducing Mayor Curley, Captain Brink paid a tribute 
to the interest he had taken in redecorating and beautifying 
Faneuil Hall and our Armory, and his efforts to make the 
building a national shrine. Mayor Curley after informing us 
of what he already has been able to do, declared there is one 
thing left to do. 


We've got to take the markets out of Faneuil Hall and make 
it a memorial building entirely, to seat three thousand people, 
and with rooms in which all patriotic organizations could display 
mementos. We can make it a place where the veterans of all 
wars can assemble, a permanent memorial building not only to 
the veterans, but to the Governor who inaugurates the plan.

It is a bigger job than the city can afford, and I reserve it for 
his Excellency, the Governor. 


In introducing Governor Bradford, Captain Brink stated that 
since 1761, the Ancients have honored this day as a tribute 
to our Commander-in-Chief of the armed forces of the Com- 
monwealth. He stated that the Governor’s early ancestors date 
back to the Plymouth Colony of the Bay State, and the second 
Governor, William Bradford, providing a setting significant to 
our historical background since the days of the Pilgrims. His 
mother, Edith Fiske, was the daughter of Colonel Francis S. 
Fiske of New Hampshire. “What a glorious background — We 
of the Ancients are proud of our Comrade who marched with us 
on our Fall Field Day Tour of Duty at Saint John.” 


Governor Bradford declared that thanks to Mayor Curley, Faneuil Hall 
is on its way to what it should be, and added all in a spirit of fun, that 
he had no doubt that if the money which was not used for removal of 
snow from Boston’s streets this winter, were used to turn the historic hall 
into a memorial building, there would be sufficient funds to complete 
the project. 


He characterized Mayor Curley as a “Robin Hood” after the Mayor 
had “generously offered to allow the state to build a Boston memorial” 
to veterans of all wars. 


Then the Governor called for preparedness for war by not making the 
same mistakes we did in the past, but by doing something about the 
necessity for a trained force of men of our armed forces. Such a force 
of trained men in our army and navy and air force is the only hope for 
lasting peace, he said. 


Rear Admiral Morton L. Deyo, commandant of the First Naval District, 
brought the greetings of the navy, Lieutenant Colonel William V. Hamlin 
representing Major General Frank A. Keating, Commander of the First 
Service Command, brought the army’s greetings, urging that the spirit 
of preparedness be kept alive. 


At the close of the exercises, Captain Brink, addressing the 
Governor, stated that it gave him great pleasure to present him 
with a silver water pitcher as a token of the esteem in which 
the members held him as their Commander-in-Chief, and a 
distinguished member of our Company. 
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(The gift is a sterling silver English type water pitcher with a gadroon 
border, capacity 4%4 pints, suitably engraved, and with the Governor's 


initials, R. F. B, in old Roman type.)

immediately after the Sergeants were elected, they held a 
meeting for organization, after which they were called to meet 
with Captain Brink and his Officers in the Library. Sergeant 
Michael J. Crosby was elected President of the Sergeants’ 
Association, Sergeant Arthur A. Salvi, Treasurer, and Sergeant 
Vincent P. Coyne, Secretary. ; 


At the Anniversary in June the Sergeants entertained in their 
quarters ‘in the Copley Square Hotel where refreshments were 
available to all members. 


Plans were immediately made for the first party to be given 
and which was held at Seilers Ten Acres on August 14, 1947, 
The program consisted of a baseball game, tug of war and other 
outdoor activities which began at two o'clock continuing until 
five thirty. At six thirty Seilers served one of their delicious 
roast tenderloin dinners, after which an auction was conducted 
by Comrade Fred Hubley, at which articles collected by the 
Sergeants were sold. An entertainment, consisting of a Floor 
Show and music completed the evening which was acknowledged 
by all present to have been a most successful one. 


Aboard the S. S. Yarmouth on the occasion of the 1947 Fall 
Field Day, the Sergeants furnished refreshments, and at the 
Hotel Beatty, in Saint John, set up quarters in their suite, where 
they entertained continuously, and where refreshments were 
available to all members of the Company at all times, as part 
of their program. They had secured the services of a talented 
French accordionist who furnished music whenever desired. On 
the train trip home, through the beautiful northern and New 
England landscapes,. the Sergeants maintained refreshments and 
entertainment, and arrived home, tired, but with the feeling of a 
job well done. 


When preparations for the Lieutenants’ Party were made the 
Sergeants undertook to assist by selling tickets and arranging 
entertainment, which added to the success of the evening. 
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Nearly all the Sergeants attended the Old Guard Ball in New 
York and furnished refreshments and other items on the trip, 
Sergeant Crosby acting as host. 


The second party, which the Sergeants called a Mardi Gras 
was held at the Hotel Kenmore on January 22, 1947. This was 
arranged as a Five Dollar affair in order to attract as many 
members as possible to attend the function. Heavily laden tables 
of hors d’oeuvers, and oyster and sandwich bars were set up 
by our good friend, William Bigler who served a bounteous 
steak dinner. Music and a Floor Show took up the rest of the 
evening. Another fine and well carried out event. 


The Annual Spring Carnival was held April 22, at the Hotel 
Kenmore. Comrade William Bigler set up the same tables of 
refreshments as at the last event and outdid himself in giving 
the full hospitality of the hotel. Two hundred and sixty mem- 
bers attended. An advertising program was prepared to which 
members and friends gave full support and by which a sub- 
stantial sum was realized, which helped defray the expenses 
of this and other offerings of the Sergeants. It was one of the 
best events of the year. The professional entertainment was un- 
usual as the Sergeants had been able to secure Murl Daniels, 
the make-up artist. Selecting men from the audience, Mr. Murl 
made them up as famous characters, Buffalo Bill, G. B. Shaw, 
etc. One member emerged as a beautiful girl, another as an old 
salt, another as a clown, another as Uncle Sam and a final 
grouping of all completed the entertainment which really 
amazed the audience to see how completely one personality was 
merged into another totally different one. 


On May 15, 1948 the Sergeants entertained the Officers and 
their wives at the Hotel Kenmore. An orchestra of five pieces 
furnished music throughout the evening, and individually fur- 
nished entertainment. The ladies present had a surprise in store 
for them which was revealed in a gracious speech by Sergeant 
Crosby. Each lady had been given a beautiful orchid upon 
arriving, which to them seemed the height of courtesy and gen- 
erosity, but when Sergeant Crosby presented each lady with a 
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pair of solid silver vases they certainly were amazed. Upon 
receiving the gift each lady was requested to come to the 
microphone and make a little speech. We discovered that many 
of our members who preen themselves on their histronic ability 
found they could well take a lesson from their better halves. 


On June Day, 1946, the Sergeants maintained quarters in the 
Copley Plaza, where they furnished refreshments of all kinds. 
This was one of the most practical of all their services. Many a 
member coming in tired and wet from that long march in the 
rain, his uniform needing pressing and drying, himself in need 
of a bath, tired and bedraggled, and not enough rooms available 
to care for all, found the suite and rooms of the Sergeants a 
haven of rest and refreshment to his weary soul.

Tue MANCHESTER PARADE 


Our member, Captain James F. O’Neil, Chief of the Police 
Department of Manchester, N. H. having been elected National 
Commander of the American Legion, the City of Manchester 
planned a Parade in his honor Saturday, October 18 in which 
our Company was invited to participate. Special Order was 
issued by Captain Brink calling the Company to assemble in 
the Armory.

Tue CLERK 1s COMPLIMENTED

On Wednesday, November 19, 1947, a Complimentary Dinner 
was tendered to Lieutenant William E. Crosby, Clerk of the 
Company, in recognition of the long and faithful service he had 
rendered the Company in that very important office. The Com- 
mittee in charge of the event consisted of Colonel Fred E, 


. 
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Pereira, Chairman, Colonel Charles W. Mitchell, Lt. Col. Ed- 
ward J. Kane, Captain Storrs L. Durkee, Lt. Frank J. Penney, 
Sgt. Anthony F. Viola and Sgt. John P. Kenney. 


A notice was sent out to the members, and from the start it 
was not so much a question of whether there would be a 
reasonably good attendance but whether the facilities of the 
Copley Square Hotel, where the Dinner was to be held, would 
be sufficient to take care of the number attending. The Com- 
mittee felt that this recognition of Clerk Crosby’s efforts was 
long overdue and the attendance of well over two hundred 
members and friends proved the Company thought so too. When 
Captain Coady died the Standing Committee was at a loss 
for a successor. Lieutenant Crosby had done the printing of 
the meeting notices and many of the Annual Records for many 
years and was acquainted with all the details of the Clerk’s 
office. Knowing this, the Standing Committee asked him to serve. 
Lieutenant Crosby was not sure he had the Literary and 
Historic qualifications necessary, but above all he felt there 
was a question of ethics involved where he was doing work for 
the Company through the then Clerk, which he of course did 
not want to lose, but which he felt he could not properly give 
himself as Clerk.

It was with these facts in mind that the Committee determined 
to show Clerk Crosby that we and all the members feel we 
owe him an evidence of our appreciation.

knew nothing of the plans until it was necessary to consult him 
about details, and was very much against the plan. He said he 
did not believe he was entitled to such a demonstration, that he 
did not believe it would have the support of the members, and 
that, to quote him “It would be a flop”. He proved to be a poor 
prophet and later was almost stunned when he saw the size of 
the gathering. Captain Brink was unable to attend, but the 
Official Family of the Company was well represented by both 
Lieutenants, the Adjutant and nearly all of the members of the 
Staffs and most of the Sergeants. Gov. Bradford had accepted the 
invitation to come, but at the last moment was delayed at a 
meeting on the Cape from which he could not return on time, 
and asked our good friend and Honorary Member, The Honor- 
able Frederick W. Cook, Secretary of State of Massachusetts to 
attend and represent him. As Chairman of the Committee, Colonel 
Pereira presided and welcomed the guests, then turned the 
meeting over to General Cormerais as Toastmaster. General 
Cormerais was very friendly and complimentary in his remarks 
expressing in strong terms his appreciation of the Clerk’s work, 
and congratulating himself that he was one who had insisted on 
Lieutenant Crosby taking on the office. After his remarks he 
referred to himself as the Senior Past Commander present and 
then introduced Colonel Raymond F. Rauscher, as the Junior 
Past Commander present. Colonel Rauscher was glad to come and 
pay his tribute to Lieutenant Crosby stating that he himself, and 
he knew other Captains before him, had found the Clerk always 
ready and willing to assist in all duties, and one whose knowl- 
edge of Company affairs was of inestimable value. General Cor- 
merais then introduced Secretary Cook, who was in one of his 
happy and jovial moods, and who referred to Lieutenant Crosby 
as his “fellow secretary”. Secretary Cook had many nice things 
to say about the Clerk concluding by saying he was but the 
mouthpiece of his fellow members who desired to leave with 
the Clerk a really tangible evidence of the love and esteem 
in which they held him, whereupon he presented him with a 
beautiful combination Chelsea ship’s clock and barometer. 


Lieutenant Crosby usually has a ready answer and wit which 
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he can count on in an emergency, but here he was really out 
of his depth. Recovering himself, however, he essayed to reply 
and did succeed in expressing his appreciation not only for 
the tangible gift with its intrinsic value, but far above that for 
those intangible things; friendship, appreciation, affection, which 
can neither be seen nor handled, but which lie deep in the 
heart and shall never die. 


One happy part of the celebration was the presence of Lieu- 
tenant Crosby’s boys. For the first time in over five years he 
had them all together, one coming from Cooperstown, N. Y. 
and the others who live around Boston. His oldest son, Major 
William E. Crosby, Jr., AUS, second son, Lieutenant Com- 
mander Henry G. Crosby, USNR, third son, Lieutenant Com- 
mander Wilson H. Crosby, USNR and his son-in-law, Ernest 
G. Angevine, Coast Guard Reserve and a member of the Board 
of Aldermen of the City of Newton.

VISITORS TO THE ARMORY 


Popularity of the Armory and Museum is constantly increas- 
ing. In twenty-three days of June there were one thousand eight 
visitors representing forty-four states, two territories and eight 
foreign countries. The Armory was closed to visitors during 
July, August and September, as painters had staging all through 
the interior of the building. Yet, for the entire year the number 
of visitors was only seven hundred and sixty-six less than 
the previous full year. 


Visitors entering the Armory frequently stop just inside the 
door and express their astonishment at its general appearance 
and later as they view the paintings and the Museum they are 
enthusiastically appreciative of things entirely unexpected as 
there is nothing outside, or on the lower floors of the building 
indicative of what has been found above. Perhaps we should 
consider having a tablet at the entrance down stairs giving 
that information, 


An evidence of interest displayed by the general public in 
the Armory and Museum is the fact that some of the Sight See- 
ing Tours, instead of stopping outside the building for a few 
minutes, while the announcer makes a little speech, are planning 
to bring their passengers upstairs to the Faneuil Hall and our 
Armory and Museum. It seems to us that one of the finest 
things that we see through the years is the large numbers of 
children and young people in addition to adults, who visit 
the Armory and Museum, and learn at first hand facts about 
the history of their country and view relics of all the wars in 
which their country has been engaged. Teachers bring their 
classes there for that impact upon the youthful mind, in fact 
there is a little, earnest teacher of American History who every 
year brings her graduating class to the Armory and who has said 
she regards that visit as a post-graduate course in the subject. 
Who knows what future statesman shall have had his first im- 
pressions made here, and whose ambition to emulate the lives 
of the great men whose story is brought so personally to him 
here, is here aroused.

A series of portraits of Past Commanders of the Company surrounds 
the Hall beginning with ROBERT KEAYNE who organized the Company 
in 1638. In the wall safe at left side of Hall is a paper bearing his 
signature. 


Among other portraits — extending to the left from the KEAYNE 
portrait — are many of historical interest, including: 


THOMAS SAVAGE (1651, etc.) commanding troops at the Great Swamp 
Fight; 
JOHN HULL (1671) Keeper of the Mint who gave a dowry of Pine Tree 


Shillings equivalent to his daughter's weight when she married; 


SAMUEL SEWELL (1701) who became Chief Justice of Massachusetts 
during witch-craft era; 


GOVERNOR DUMMER (1719); 


MAJOR GENERAL BRATTLE (1733) cf. Brattle Streets in Boston and 
Cambridge — who left Boston for Halifax as a Royalist during 
Revolution; 


COLONEL RICHARD SALTONSTALL (1737) ancestor of our present 
Senator; 


DANIEL HENCHMAN (1738) largest book seller in New England whose 
apprentice was General Knox of Revolutionary fame; 


GENERAL WINSLOW (1764) commanding Bay Colony troops in inya- 
sion of Nova Scotia (cf. Longfellow’s “Evangeline” ) ; 


THOMAS DAWES (1766) cousin of William Dawes and the first to 
utilize music with marching troops; 


GENERAL HEATH (1770) commanding West Point after betrayal by 
Benedict Arnold; 


GENERAL BROOKS (1787) General Von Steuben’s assistant at Valley 
Forge and seven times Governor of Massachusetts; 


GENERAL LINCOLN (1788) who received Cornwallis’ sword at the 
Surrender of Yorktown; 


GENERAL HULL (1789) who surrendered Detroit in war of 1812 after 
supplies and ammunition were exhausted; 
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GENERAL CALEB CUSHING (1851) brigade commander in Mexican 
War, Congressman and U. S, Attorney General; also many other portraits 
of personages of Civil War and later periods prominent in history of 
State and Nation. 


Hung below these are many colorful paintings of historical events, in- 
cluding Marshall Johnson’s “CONSTITUTION AND THE GUERRIERE” 
(right wall near entrance). 


George Washington’s signature may be seen on a Certificate of Mili- 
tary Order of the Cincinnati in glass cabinet on right wall. Other wall 
cabinets contain relics of Past Commanders and in one is a uniform of 
Major General C. R. Edwards. 


Over the door as you enter is a trap-gun used for duck shooting by 
Fletcher Webster, son of Daniel Webster and at the right are flintlock 
muskets actually used at Bunker Hill. 


Through a door at left of Armory is the Company’s Museum con- 
taining many articles of special interest, such as the beautiful silver 
sword presented to General Brooks while Governor; part of a blue 
brocade waistcoat worn by Thomas Savage 300 years ago; pictures of 
uniforms of United States and old French armies; set of horse equip- 
ment captured by the KEARSARGE from the ALABAMA on which it 
was being shipped to General Beauregard, C. S. A.; uniforms worn by 
the Company; pictures of Ancients’ visit to London in 1896 and 1912; 
and the famous punch bowl 200 years old used for many years to mix the 
Ancients’ punch. 

Thirteen steps lead to Headquarters, which were dedicated in 1937 as 
“Constitution Stairs”, each step being named after a State in the order 
of its adoption of the Constitution. In Headquarters’ room are many 
portraits, including Victoria’s Consort, Prince Albert, and subsequent 
British rulers all of whom, including King George VI have been elected 
as Honorary Members of the Company. 


TRIBUTE TO COMMANDER O’NEIL 


A great honor having come to our comrade, James I’. O’Neil, 
of Manchester, N. H., in being made National Commander of the 
American Legion, Captain Brink felt the Company should make 
some recognition of that fact and after approval of the mem- 
bers, appointed a Committee to make arrangements for a com- 
plimentary dinner to be given. The Chairman of the Committee 
was Col. Eugene A. Hudson and arrangements were soon under 
way. 


The dinner was held in the Armory, Tuesday, April 27, and 
over three hundred members attended. Owing to the seating ca- 
pacity of the Armory only members were privileged to attend, 
exception being made for our members from New Hampshire 
to invite leading citizens of that state and personal friends of 
Commander O’Neil. 


Captain Brink welcomed those present, complimented Com- 
mander O’Neil and presented Colonel Hudson as Toastmaster. 
After an invocation by Father Edgar J. Carney, O.S.A., Colonel 
Hudson introduced those at the head table and called upon 
several for brief addresses. Hon. Joseph W. Eppy representing 
Mayor Josephat Benoit of Manchester, who was unable to at- 
tend, complimented Commander O’Neil on his record as Chief 
of Police of Manchester. 


Lieutenant Governor Coolidge, representing Governor Brad- 
ford said he likened him to Paul Revere except that Revere 
rode a few miles to give the alarm of danger to a small group 
of patriots, whereas Commander O’Neil had travelled 82,000 
miles to warn the entire country of the danger confronting them 
in the possibility of wrong settlement of national questions now 
facing them. Colonel Alfred T. Baker, Commander of Concord 
Post, American Legion said New Hampshire is proud of this 
man, not only for what he has accomplished, but also for what 
he is attempting to accomplish in the arousing of the right kind of 
public opinion. In presenting Commander O’Neil, Colonel 
Hudson said: 
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In introducing our fellow member, Jim O’Neil, I am cognizant of the 
fact that he is probably the most presented man in the country today. 
With more than 16,000 legion Posts, representing 4 million members, 
his job is no sinecure. 


When he is home, he is our neighbor. He came within 20 miles of 
being a native of Massachusetts. Born in Manchester, N. H., he at- 
tended the public schools, graduating from Manchester High, shortly 
before the Mexican border uprising. He was barely of age when he 
volunteered for service with the celebrated First New Hampshire In 
fantry. It seems that he has been in uniform almost since that time 


In 1917 we find him re-enlisting, and sailing to France in the early 
stages of World War I. After nineteen months overseas as a doughboy, he 
returned a commissioned officer. Mustered out in 1919, he became a 
cub reporter on the Manchester Mirror, working his way along to assistant 
city editor. With fourteen years of newspaper work behind him, he was 
signed up by the Manchester Union, where he worked as a feature writer, 
and later as city editor. His popularity, and ability attracted the attention of 
the late Gov. Winant, who urged him to accept appointment as Labor 
Commissioner of the State. He declined with thanks, to join his old 
friend Police Chief Healey, of the Manchester Police Department, as 
assistant to the Chief. In a short time, upon retirement of Chief Healey 
our guest was named Chief. For a department of its size, the Manchester 
force is regarded as one of the most efficient and best disciplined police 
departments in the country. That fact is attested to by the National Assoc. 
of Police Chiefs and our own Commissioner Tom Sullivan who sits at 
the head table. During World War II he was summoned to Washington, 
where the Army and Navy used him as a civilian consultant, on highly 
confidential missions. He was with the invasion force, when the initial 
strike was made in Japan. He has been decorated by both branches of 
the service. 


President Truman later appointed him to the three man amnesty board, 
with Owen J. Roberts, former justice of the U. S. Supreme Court, and 
Willis Smith, former president of the American Bar Association. 


His civic activities embrace a boundless field. His interests, outside a 
happy and model home life, extend from recreation to aviation, city plan- 
ning, law enforcement, juvenile delinquency and countless other projects, 
many of which are sponsored by the Legion. 


Why has the Legion grown? What is the cause of its success? The 
answer is simple. It is leadership — intelligent leadership — dignified 
leadership — modest leadership, and respect for its leader. 


Commander O’Neil’s life is interwoven with the purposes and aims of 
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the American Legion, and as its National Commander he is very sen- 
sitive of his responsibilities with relation to their advancement. Here 
they are: 


“To uphold and defend the Constitution of the United States of America; 
to maintain law and order; to foster and perpetuate a one hundred per 
cent Americanism; to preserve the memories and incidents of our asso- 
ciations in the great wars; to inculcate a sense of individual obligation to 
the community, state, and nation; to combat the autocracy of both the 
classes and the masses; to make right the master of might; to promote 
peace and good will on earth; to safeguard and transmit to posterity the 
principles of justice, freedom, and democracy; to consecrate and sanctify 
our comradeship by our devotion to mutual helpfulness.”

It is a real pleasure and honor to address this distinguished gathering as 
National Commander of The American Legion. I am especially grateful for 
the opportunity of meeting with you in this hall, hallowed by more than 
two centuries of usage as your Company’s headquarters. 


For more than 300 years — almost from the birthday of civilized society 
in the New World — the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts has served the people in this area. That record of continuous 
service, in itself, is an enormous achievement. 


The opposition encountered by Robert Keayne and other Company 
founders in 1637 was prophetic of things to come. Indifference to the im- 
portance of military preparedness has evolved as one of the traditional 
weaknesses of the American people. Twice in our generation, this attitude 
has paid off in wars for which we were not ready. 


The American Legion was born out of the first World War. Its member- 
ship has trebled since the second, As the largest and most influential 
association of veterans in history, The American Legion has no axes to 
grind, no selfish ends to gain, Like your own distinguished Company, The 
American Legion has remained loyal to the principles set forth by its 
founding fathers, 


Today, one issue overshadows all others confronting the American people. 
T refer to the lawless spread of communism throughout the world. The 
Moscow plot to communize Europe by force and the Americas by infiltra- 
tion is all too obvious. The American Legion believes it is imperative, for the 
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sake of our own security and the security and peace of mankind, that 
America take the lead now in launching a real offensive against communism 
both abroad and at home. 


The Marshall Plan is a good start. Already, American foodstuffs and 
machinery are pouring into European ports. These shipments, being dis- 
patched at the expense of our own economy, are intended to help free 
governments help themselves. We must face the fact that unless these sup- 
plies are reinforced by a long-range military and industrial preparedness 
program, they may wind up in communist coffers. 


As the first steps towards reasonable preparedness, The American Legion 
urges immediate adoption of universal military training and a temporary 
program of selective service. 


Veterans of war are the most avid workers for maintenance of peace. We 
continue to place our faith in the United Nations as the world’s best avail- 
able means to that end, At the same time, we realize fully that the United 
Nationals is not now capable of completing its mission. Until the UN has 
that power, the responsibility for enforcing peace and protecting American 
sovereignty against possible assault rests largely on our own shoulders. 


An unprepared America in the world of today constitutes a direct 
invitation to war. Hitler was prompted by allied and American weakness 
to launch World War II. Is there any reason to believe that Stalin, given 
the same green light, will not follow a similar course? 


There is no short-cut this side of Universal Military Training to ade- 
quate military preparedness. 


The proposal for a temporary draft is at best a stop-gap measure which 
we now need to take up the slack in our defense system. A stronger 
Air Force is likewise necessary. But neither or both of these measures, by 
themselves, will fill the bill. Universal Military Training is the only 
program consistent with American ideals which will keep our strength 
current with our obligations, 


The UMT legislation now pending in Congress would stockpile the 
most precious of all preparedness ingredients — trained manpower. It 
would provide the youngster as well as the nation with survival insurance 
in time of emergency. It contains special safeguards for moral and spiritual 
development. It calls for civilian administration of a civilian program. 


Since my election as National Commander of The American Legion 
last August, I have traveled more than 80,000 miles and averaged four 
public appearances daily. I have made it a point to discuss Universal 
Military Training in each of the 420 communities I have visited. I have 
found that a majority of Americans at every station and age stand behind

The American Legion in supporting UMT. The people want this pro- 
gram. They expressed their preference by more than a 5-to-l ratio in 
the most recent national opinion poll. 


In spite of this expression, the Congress is attempting to escape action 
on Universal Military Training. Why? There is only one reason, and I 
commend it to your personal attention. Congressional leaders are afraid 
of their political scalps in an election year. They have decided that 
passage of UMT would be politically dangerous so they are out to block a 
vote on the bill. In this election year they have decided that political 
cowardice is the better part of valor. 


This flight from reality reflects an appalling miscalculation of grass- 
roots American foresight. It can lead only to national as well as political 
suicide. Enactment of draft legislation and provision for a stronger Air 
Force — without Universal Military Training — would commit the nation 
to periodic security crises. In the face of Russian threats to world peace 
and in the absence of UMT as a self-replenishing source of manpower, 
we would be called upon to extend the draft into the unforeseeable future 
or suffer bankruptcy of our defense system. 


The most active core of resistance to UMT may be found in the 
communist party. The American Legion recognizes that there also are sin- 
cere opponents to this form of military preparedness. We vigorously dis- 
agree with them but respect their right to take this position. 


The heavy end of the campaign against adequate preparedness is being 
carried by Mr. Henry A. Wallace. Thinking Americans are not taken in 
by Mr. Wallace’s utterances. Radio Moscow and the “Daily Worker” were 
putting out the same preposterous charges of American war-mongering 
and American imperialism long before Wallace began to subject Ameri- 
can audiences to his own brand of oratory. The policy of passive appease- 
ment has no more credibility coming from Henry Wallace than it has 
coming from those other sources. Mr. Wallace speaks for peace and 
prosperity but he points toward war and slavery. 


Members of the communist party have a very good reason for fighting 
UMT. Every ounce of additional strength we can muster to stop communism 
abroad is a body blow to the Soviet agents working towards communist 
domination of this country. 


Let me cite one example of the ridiculous arguments against Universal 
Military Training which many loyal Americans who should know better 
have picked up from the communist camp. 


It is contended that the amount of money to be spent on UMT could 
be used to a much better advantage in improving our national welfare. 
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There is recounted in great detail the number of schools and homes and 
hospitals that could be built and operated with UMT funds. 


The obvious implication is that Universal Military Training would use 
up money which otherwise would go into social and educational improve- 
ments. This is a 100 percent phony assumption. The issue is that of 
insurance. The question is whether we shall carry the best available 
insurance against possible catastrophe or whether we shall chance ex- 
tinction. 


A prominent educator recently made use of this contention in a na- 
tionwide broadcast. Earlier one of America’s leading communists — 
self-identified as such — propounded the identical line in a radio address 
from my home town of Manchester, New Hampshire. 


The American Legion believes that resolute action by the President 
and the Congress is mandatory in other preparedness fields. 


A comprehensive civil defense system must be organized and kept on a 
“ready” basis throughout the country, with particular emphasis on counter- 
disaster techniques in large industrial areas. 


We must develop an extended program of scientific research in nuclear 
energy and in other scientific and technical fields. 


We must continue to stockpile strategic materials which would not be 
accessible in time of emergency. 


We must develop our Merchant Marine for commercial service in 
peace and ready conversion to national defense functions. 


The nation’s intelligence service must be expanded and perfected as a 
permanent security arm. 


During the past two months our government has authorized the ex- 
penditure of vast sums of money to curb communism abroad. We took 
advantage of every opportunity to support the democratic forces in the 
Italian election. We continued to dispatch military and economic missions 
to Greece and Turkey to build up anti-communist strength in those coun- 
tries. We called the Russian bluff in Berlin and Austria. All of these steps 
to choke off the red offensive carried the wholehearted bi-partisan support 
of the American people. 


Why has the government failed to give equally forceful attention to the 
communist fifth column on our own soil? Are American communists who 
swear first allegiance to the Kremlin less dangerous than their European 
brethren? Certainly not. They are trained in the same techniques of in- 
filtration and violence for the same objective of supplanting democratic 
processes with red despotism. Home-grown Stalinists already have a bridge- 
head in America. 
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The American Legion has recommended the outlawing of the communist 
party as a political conspiracy for many years. The need for this legal 
kayo of the reds in America was never more urgent than it is today. So 
long as the communist party is accorded political immunity, Uncle Sam 
will continue to carry a live grenade in his pocket. The explosion won't be 
accidental. It will be carefully timed and coordinated with the Soviet 
super-plan for chaos, and it will be touched off from Moscow. 


Events of several weeks ago in Bogota demonstrated once and for all 
the scope and efficiency of the reds’ push-button plan for world revolution. 
From the standpoint of professional terrorism, the communists’ performance 
in Bogota was a work of art. In a matter of minutes they succeeded in 
turning local confusion into nationwide violence that took a tragic toll 
of lives and property, They were able to do this because they were or- 
ganized, because they accept murder and plunder as legitimate means of 
expression, and because they had had prior training in revolutionary 
techniques. 


Counterparts of the Bogota communists are at large in Boston, in New 
York, in Washington and every other key American city. It isn’t a matter 
of “can happen here.” It is a matter of “will happen here,” unless we 
move now to destroy the striking power of the communist party and its 
tools. 


The time for dealing with communists is before — not after — disaster 
strikes. Czechoslovakia waited too long and lost liberty. Colombia waited 
too long and is still counting its dead. What are we going to do? 


The American Legion believes the processes of constitutional law es- 
tablished to protect individual rights and freedom must be brought to 
bear full force on those who would destroy rights and freedoms. We 
urge the adoption of legislation to outlaw the communist party as a 
political organization, to make membership in the communist party a 
treasonable act, and to deport all aliens who adhere to the party. 


These measures are not only constitutionally sound, they are mandatory. 


These American Legion recommendations are not presented as the whole 
answer to the communist challenge. But recognition of communism as a 
crime and provision for appropriate punishment comprise the only logical 
starting-point. 


The House of Representatives Committee on un-American Activities is 
considering a bill calling for a general toughening-up of the government 
attitude towards communism. The legislation would require aliens to 
register annually with the Justice Department, stiffen the penalty for 
contempt of Congress, and bolster present espionage laws. It also would 
authorize the Department of Justice to hold aliens for deportation 
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pending their departure and place a ceiling on the number of citizens 
of Russia and satellite countries to be allowed is this country at any 
one time. 


The American Legion commends the committee’s foresight and courage in 
submitting these proposals. They are worthy and necessary, As a matter of 
fact, The American Legion has advocated to Congress time and again 
substantially the same program, 


I want to re-affirm the confidence and support of The American Legion 
in the work and objectives of the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee, This group is rendering a priceless service in exposing the facts 
about communist infiltration in the United States. 


Recently the government announced an embargo on the export of war 
potentials to Russia. This concession to common sense was late in com- 
ing. Though damage already done by stocking Soviet factories with the 
raw materials of war is beyond repair, The American Legion takes jus- 
tifiable pride in having stimulated some of the pressure which finally 
brought action. 


Exposure of red tactics and teachings is a job for all loyal Americans, 
This is how Legionnaires propose to tackle it. 


We intend to provide substantially the same public service that Better 
Business Bureaus perform in warning against swindles and rackets, There 
are now more than 17,000 American Legion posts — in every community 
of the land. Each post has a chairman of anti-subyersive activities, Through 
indoctrination seminars being held in each Legion department and per- 
sonal study, these specialists will be equipped to detect and evaluate 
communist operations. Their mission is to spread the word to the public 
in general and publicity media in particular. 


They will urge that known communists and fellow-travelers be properly 
identified as such. They will make a special effort to expose the false 
fronts used by the party to attract contributions and endorsements from 
reputable citizens, 


Over the years, The American Legion has built up a national network 
of youth opportunity programs unmatched in history. In 1948 more than 
a million and a half boys and girls will learn the “why” and “how” of 
being good Americans through participation in these programs. American 
Legion Junior Baseball, our national oratorical contest, and Boys State 
and Boys Forum training schools in good government are just a few of the 
Americanism programs being sponsored by The American Legion this year. 


The American Legion is now in the process of distributing by mail 
the first of a series of twelve Freedom Booklets to more than one million 
families. These booklets tell the story and advantages of democracy in 
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terms of every-day living. They explain, simply and forcibly, the superiority 
of our free enterprise system over any other on earth — and the per- 
sonal stake each one of us has in keeping it free. We believe this course 
in basic Americanism will serve the double purpose of arousing greater 
enthusiasm for democratic institutions and innoculating the people against 
subversive doctrines, 


The American Legion will mount a concerted drive to get out the 
biggest vote in history in the coming national elections. This is a “must” 
for safeguarding democracy. We can take a valuable lesson from what 
happened in-Italy when almost 90% of the eligibles voted. They stood 
in long lines to vote. Our own record suffers by comparison. Much less 
than half of the approximately 90 million Americans eligible actually 
cast ballots in our last national election in 1946. 


Communism thrives on and becomes a menace by such indifference. 
The communists and their supporters are always in the minority and win 
only by default or by force. The minority cannot prevail if the majority 
is resolute and exercises its franchise. 


The American people did a great deal of letter-writing to encourage 
friends and relatives in Italy to beat communism with the ballot. A com- 
parable effort must be made here, so those advocating red causes in the 
United States will receive an even more stinging defeat. 


Divine Providence has endowed this nation with a vast wealth in natural 
resources, We have inherited from our forefathers a tradition of unceasing 
vigilance over human rights and freedoms. 


I am confident that no combination of earthly powers could ever cap- 
ture an America cognizant of these blessings and true to this heritage. 


The obligation resting upon each one of us today is to give all that 
we have of strength and freedom to the establishment of a just and lasting 
peace. : 

This is the objective for which hundreds of thousands of our countrymen 
have sacrificed life itself. It is the goal for which their comrades-in-arms 
in The American Legion will never cease striving. 


(Colonel Hudson had announced that we were to be “On the Air” and 
after a brief intermission before Commander O’Neil spoke the air 
signal came through and the proceedings were broadcast over WMEX in 
Boston and station WMUR in Manchester, N. H.)

We remembered the parable of the 
man who built his house on the sand and the rains descended 
and the winds blew and the floods came and it fell and great 
was the fall thereof, but we liked better to think of the man who 
built his house on a rock, and the rains descended and the winds 
blew and the floods came and beat upon that house and it fell 
not, because it was founded on a rock. So the rains and winds 
did not deter this old Corp from fulfilling its obligations of 
this day because it is founded on the solid rock of adherence 
to traditional duty. The officers laid the usual wreaths of remem- 
brance early in the morning and at the time of assembly the 
members girded themselves to brave the elements. It really 
speaks well of the members, many of whom are no longer 
young, that a fine parade was made, and many were the ex- 
pressions of admiration from spectators. The members of the 
band entered into the spirit of the day, and we marched to 
such strains as “It Ain’t Going To Rain No More”, “Roll Out The 
Barrel”, “How Dry I Am”, “The Good Old Summer Time” and 


many more such. 


Some. witty writer has said that there are two happy days in a 
politician’s life: the first is the day he assumes office, and the 
second is the day when he gives it up. Our own Commanders 
have this feeling of the satisfaction of their well spent year and 
have the added joy of looking forward to the day when they 
shall be admitted to membership in the most exclusive organiza- 
tion in the country, to which not even a President of the United 
States may aspire without meeting its requirements, our own 
Society of Past Commanders of the Ancient and Honorable 
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Artillery Company of Massachusetts. In reviewing his year, 
Captain Brink has the satisfaction of feeling that he gave his 
best for the interests of the Company and like the politician, 
the feeling of relief that those duties, which he no doubt found 
arduous, are now completed, a feeling of relief which his 
companions share with him as he joins the Immortals, the 
Past Commanders whose portraits adorn our Armory walls, 
and which, barring accident or disaster, will be there always 
for future generations to view. 


THE CHURCH SERVICE 


The Church Service was an inspiring one as always. The his- 
tory of the Church Services show that the Company has many 
times invited young ministers, who have not yet perhaps reached 
their full stature to preach to the Company, and later have had 
the pleasure of hearing these same men when they have arrived 
at their full maturity. Bishop Philip Brooks and Dr. Gordon 
are good examples of those who have preached in their early 
and their later years. With this in mind, Captain Brink invited 
the Rev. Dana McLean Greely, minister of the Arlington St. 
Church to preach the Sermon this year. A young man, minister 
of an old and famous church, preaching to the oldest military 
organization in the whole Western Hemisphere; no wonder he 
was inspired. We shall watch him and who knows but in years 


to come this Company shall say with pride “We recognized his 
worth years ago.”

After Captain Brink had brought the meeting to order, he said: 


Lieutenant Governor Coolidge, your Honor Mayor Curley, 
Colonel Champeney, Admiral Denfeld, Admiral Brown; dis- 
tinguished guests, military and civil, Comrades of the Ancients, 


and friends: 


I welcome you all this evening to our Anniversary Banquet. 
Many of you present honored us by your participation in our 
Church Service and Boston Common Ceremony, and in the 
Review of the many old Commands who made this such a color- 
ful parade and festive occasion. 


In commemorating the Three hundred and tenth Anniversary 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massa- 
chusetts we are carrying on the tradition established by the 
founder, Captain Robert Keayne, in 1638. The record of this 
Company stands unchallenged for over three centuries on the 
western hemisphere. 


With much to do before us, it is with honor and pleasure that 
I present the distinguished guests at the head table who will not 
speak: Reverend Dana M. Greeley, Honorable Laurence F’. Curtis, 
Colonel Thomas F. Sullivan, Lieutenant General Alfred F. Foote, 
Captain Harold C. Fitz, Honorable Charles Eric Whitamore, 
Second Lieutenant George A. Turain, First Lieutenant Lawrence 
F. Squire, former Governor Maurice J. Tobin, Honorable 
Frederic W. Cook, First Lieutenant E. Douglas MacPherson, 
Major General William Harrison, Jr., Captain Howard A. 
Yaeger, Commander Charles F. Adams, Reverend Frederick B. 
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Kellogg, Major Philip Oland, Colonel Vincent P. Coyne, Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Andrew S. Seiler and Captain Ichabod Bunker. 


I will now introduce our Adjutant, Brigadier General George 
G. Moyse, who will act as toastmaster of this gathering. He has 
served on the Mexican Border, overseas in the first World War, 
Chairman of the Military Affairs Committee when in the Senate, 
where he has spent a total of nineteen years. Again may I cite 
that he served with an outstanding record for over twenty-one 
years with the Ancients. My friend, the Adjutant! 


Adjutant Moyse then proposed:

Caprain Brink. I talked with Washington and I requested if 
possible that we could have at this banquet our President, 
Harry S. Truman. That could not be done, but the President has 
been very gracious to send his personal representative to be with 
us tonight, and he made this special journey from Washington. 
I am speaking of Apmirat Louis E. Denretp, U.S.N., CHIEF 
or NAvaAL OPERATIONS. 


Admiral Denfeld occupies the highest military position within 
the naval service. A native of Westboro, Massachusetts, his long 
and distinguished service covers a period of forty years and two 
world wars. He has been decorated with the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Medal, and twice with the Legion of Merit. Subsequent to his 
graduation from the Naval Academy he entered the Submarine 
Service and commanded the S-24. Rising rapidly from one re- 
sponsible position to another, his later duties included assign- 
ment as Commander of a Destroyer Squadron, Aide to the 
Commander-in-Chief U. S. Fleet and the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, and Special Naval Observer at the American Embassy in 
London. Called to Washington after Pearl Harbor, Admiral 
Denfeld was placed in charge of the Navy’s mobilization program. 
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Returning again to a combat command, he commanded a 
battleship division which operated in support of the Okinawa 
landings and formed a part of the fast Task Force which struck 
at Japanese home islands, and participated in shore bombard- 
ments of Hokkaido and Honshu. Admiral Denfeld was ordered 
to Washington from the Pacific Fleet immediately after the col- 
lapse of Japanese resistance and as Chief of Naval Personnel 
successfully concluded the Navy’s demobilization program, and 
organized and effected personnel plans for the postwar Navy. 


In February, 1947, he assumed duty as Commander-in-Chief 
of the Pacific Fleet. In November of that year he was appointed 
by the President to succeed Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitz as 
Chief of Naval Operations. 


ADMIRAL LOUIS E. DENFELD, U.S.N. 
CHIEF OF NAVAL OPERATIONS 


It is my great honor and privilege to bring you, on your 310th Anniver- 
sary, the greeting of the President of the United States. To be ordered 
here as the representative of the Commander-in-Chief is one of the most 
happy commands I have ever obeyed. The many friends and pleasant 
associations which bind me to this great city are an important and highly 
valued part of my life. 


Adding to my enjoyment of the occasion is the knowledge that I am 
addressing a professional audience. I use the word “professional” in the 
sense that the members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts are no amateurs in exercising civic responsibility. Your 
organization has proved itself acutely aware of the nature of the respon- 
sibility facing the American citizen today. Yours is an organization of 
Service — service to God and to country — and the discharge of your 
obligation gives you a greater insight into the means whereby the con- 
tinued welfare of our country may best be assured. 


Tt is more than coincidence that such an organization be closely identified 
with a city which has figured so prominently in our history. The concern 
of Bostonians over the preservation of the American way of life is as much 
in evidence today as it was fifty, one hundred or one hundred and seventy- 
two years ago. Their vigorous participation in national affairs has immeas- 
urably benefited our country . 


We. of the Navy are particularly aware and thankful for Boston’s con- 
tribution to the security of the nation in peace and in war. Here, in a 
Section of the country which saw the beginning of the American Navy, there 
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is no doubt whatsoever as to the continuing importance of that Navy, both 
in peace and in war. A poll taken only last month indicated that nearly 
nine-tenths of the people of Boston believe that the Navy of today is in- 
adequate to meet its responsibilities in an unstable and troubled world. 


Gentlemen, the true significance of that poll is one that should be taken 
to heart by every American. In a day when we are surrounded by self- 
proclaimed prophets of the future who talk of push-button warfare and the 
uselessness of conventional armies and navies, it is worth inquiring as to 
why nine-tenths of the population of one of the world’s largest cities should 
reaflirm their faith in sea power as a controlling factor in their nation’s 
destiny, it is because the roots of the Navy reach into every village and 
hamlet in the United States. 


Since the days when the first ships sailed in and out of this harbor, 
Bostonians have realized what sea-borne commerce means to the well-being 
and prosperity of a people. As they witnessed our frontiers pushed west- 
ward, our great steel mills and industries spring up, and our emergence 
from an infant nation to the greatest power on earth, they have seen the 
numbers of those ships increase. They have also seen what happens when 
the freedom of the seas is imperiled, and commerce, the life-blood of a 
nation, cut off. To them there is no more doubt as to this country’s 
dependence on ocean-borne commerce fifty years hence than there is to the 
importance of having a protecting Navy at that time. 


We have so far realized our dependence upon seapower and made the 
most of it. Since the day when the thirteen colonies banded together as a 
nation we have used the seas to prosper. Now the time has come when 
men can fly across the oceans. How we meet this new challenge will deter- 
mine our further existence as a nation. We can use the seas as before, or 
we can sacrifice this priceless advantage and take our chances as any other 
nation. The sea is never neutral; we either make it our ally or it becomes 
our enemy. 


It was fortunate that less than three years ago, when we were engaged 
in a life and death struggle, we learned much of our answer to the problem 
of continuing security. It was forcibly demonstrated to us that the sea is 
still our ally if we use it effectively. Methods change, and it is a far cry 
today from Captain Dudley Saltonstall’s tiny revolutionary fleet. Today we 
must maintain not just a surface Navy, but a Navy that can fight equally 
well on, under and above the oceans. This new, three-dimensional concept 
of seapower enabled us to defeat two powerful enemies, one a great sea- 
power in her own right, on both sides of the earth at the same time. 


At this moment we possess the greatest peacetime fleet in our history. 
If this were an orderly, stable world, we would have no doubt as to our 
ability to safeguard our security. As you are well aware, neither of these 
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conditions exist today. The tenseness which surrounds international relations 
does not stem from a common, but mutually misunderstood, desire to 
establish lasting peace, but from the undisguised aggressiveness of ideology 
repugnant to all who stand for freedom, justice and the dignity of the 
individual. In such a world free men must have the courage to preserve 
their way of life by whatever means are effective. This not only includes 
as a last resort the ability to wage successful war, but the ability to safe- 
guard their liberties through measures short of war. 


In the continuing effort to maintain a just and honorable peace, the 
United States Navy is today playing a leading role. Naval units, in policing 
critical areas thousands of miles from our shores, are violating no 
sovereignty and depend upon no support from other friendly nations. This 
ability to police without intimidation or the risk of international “incidents” 
is a unique characteristic of the Navy. 


We must not forget, however, that our naval police force is essentially 
that. If in spite of all efforts we were thrust into another war, we would 
need many more ships, planes, submarines and men than we now possess to 
insure our control of the seas. Our merchant marine, carrying vital raw 
materials over the ocean highways would have to be protected from a sub- 
marine menace greater than in either World War I or II. Offensively, 
troops would have to be transported across the oceans, landed under fire, 
and then kept supplied with all the guns, gasoline, food and equipment 
required to insure victory. 


Just as our peacetime fleets are independent of foreign bases, so will 
our wartime Navy be. Supporting ships which not only supply food, muni- 
tions and fuel to fleet units but repair them as well, give our task forces 
a mobility without parallel in the history of military organizations. The 
Navy does not have to seize bases overseas in order to strike the enemy; 
at can attack anywhere in the world from any direction, and with paralyz- 
ing effectiveness, 


The heart of the modern Navy is the fast carrier striking force. Each 
of these contain from three to four carriers of the Essex class, together 
with numerous supporting combat craft. In the last war naval aviation 
Proved that with unlimited development it could master the best in land- 
based air — the records of the Pacific War attest to this. With continuing 
development in jet propulsion, greater speeds and ranges, and larger stowage 
Space and flight decks on carriers, naval aviation will always equal the 
best in foreign, land-based air. 


ean the American public must know if the United States is 
ihentinnt its position as the most powerful champion of peace and 
a ane brotherhood in the world today. Our God-given resources 

earned freedom are priceless heritages to pass on to our sons, 
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We must possess the courage, wisdom and ability to make this possible. 
It is in this endeavor that the Ancients are playing a leading part. Yours 
is a long and enviable record. I speak for every officer and man in the 
naval service in commending you upon it, May the ideals which you are 
helping to perpetuate find their way to other lands and other peoples, 
so that all the world may soon enjoy the blessings of a fuller, more 
prosperous and peaceful life.

Caprain Brink: Governor Bradford, who was with us nearly 
all day and who participated in our Parade, Church Service, 
and Boston Common Exercises, is unable to be here tonight. 
However, he has asked our Lieutenant Governor Arthur W. 
Coolidge, also a member of the Ancients, to respond to the 
Second Regular Toast. Arthur Coolidge has been in political life 
many years. He has the unique distinction of never having been 
defeated in any election. Served in the Legislature and Senate 
1937 to 1946. A graduate of Tufts and Harvard Law Schools — 
our comrade, the Lieutenant Governor of Massachusetts. 

LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR ARTHUR W. COOLIDGE 

Captain Brink, Reverend Clergy, His Honor Mayor Curley, distinguished 
guests from civil and military life, and fellow Ancients. The raindrops 
this afternoon drowned out the nice things which ordinarily would have 
been said. 

For Governor Bradford and myself, I congratulate Captain Brink and 
his Officers for their outstanding tour of duty during the past year. 

For Governor Bradford and myself, I prophesy an active year of ac- 
complishment by the Company under the officers commissioned after to- 
day’s drum head election: Captain Hudson, Lieutenant Squire and Lieu- 
tenant Turain. 

There is a very small member of our household who has become a radio 
fan. Last Sunday she attended church for the first time alone. On arriving 
home her mother asked how she liked the service. She said, “The music 
was fine but the commercial was too long.” 
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I am going to inject a brief commercial, for the Fall trip of the 
Ancients to Bemuda in September. If the Governor but nods his permis- 
sion, I shall be on board when the ship sails. I know every Ancient will 
want to be a sailor when Captain Hudson becomes Admiral. 


The customary toast mentions the Ancient and Honorable Artillery. This 
is correct — and you should be proud of your 300 years of honorable 
history. Each uniform is a differently colored jewel in the diadem of 
America. Each marks a particular milestone in the progress of our country. 


Cherish the past. But always recognize that you are more than the 
custodians of museum pieces and memories. You are the pace-makers of 
the present, and the hope of the future. 


For the rugged virtues which for three centuries your organization has 
injected into America’s backbone — courage, liberty, patriotism — are as 
much needed today as in any yesterday. 


Your fathers fought for freedom. But today the victory which they 
gained here and the victory which you Veterans of the last two World 
Wars gained abroad, are in danger of being lost as nation after nation 
is dragged captive and locked behind the Iron Curtain. 


Your fathers fought against slavery. But today new slave chains have 
been shackled on the wrists of Poland, Lithuania, Czechoslovakia, and 
other lands which you and yours had set at liberty. The noise of the 
whiplash drowns out the hymns of peace. 


Your fathers fought with courage. Today a high level of courage is 
essential to tackle the economic and social problems of our own country, 
to overcome political cowardice in municipal, state and national govern- 
ment, to take calculated risks to save mankind from plunging back into the 
Dark Ages. 


Look back with pride — but go forward. You not only are the keepers 
of sacred heirlooms — your are the keepers of today’s conscience. Thus I 
salute the Ancients and thus I hail the Honorable Artillery. 


; From three centuries of association, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
in responding to this toast, speaks as it has over the years, speaks to this 
Company an invitation, a prophecy, a challenge: 


“Grow old along with me! 

The best is yet to be, 

The last of life, for which the first was made: 
Our times are in His hands 

Who saith, a whole I planned, 

Youth shows but half; 

Trust God: see all, nor be afraid!”

Tue Apjsurant: Boston, a metropolis where people from every land 
gather to pursue the arts, education and knowledge. 


Gentlemen, the City of Boston. 


Caprain Brink: Our next distinguished guest needs no intro- 
duction to the Ancients. His personal efforts in behalf of our 
headquarters at Faneuil Hall have restored to Boston and Massa- 
chusetts one of the finest historical landmarks in the country. 
As an orator he has no peer, and I am glad to present his 
Honor Mayor James M. Curley to respond to the Third Regular 
Toast. 

HONORABLE JAMES M. CURLEY 


Captain Brink, Admiral Denfeld, distinguished and honored guests, 
members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company: 


I had occasion yesterday to visit the Lenox Hotel where they were 
holding a meeting of the Amputees of World War IJ. There were about 
six hundred persons there, many without legs, many without arms, either 
one or both, and a number of blind men. It was the fourth anniversary 
of D-Day in the United States, and it really seems incomprehensible what 
has been taking place in the United States during pretty nearly all of that 
four years since D-Day. Of course I realize that the Revolutionary War 
ended in 1783 and it was not until 1789 when the Constitution was 
finally adopted. So perhaps five years is not too long a time to expect the 
settlement between nations. 


I informed them that we had provided some thirty five hundred apart- 
ments for veterans in the last two and one half years and that we have 
plans now, when the State begins to function, whereby three thousand 
additional apartments will be made available for the veterans. I realize 
that of the fifteen hundred men that have been placed at work since I 
returned to the job, fourteen hundred and ninety-nine are veterans of 
World War I or World War II. We are doing everything we can for 
them, but I am wondering if a splendid organization like this, that is 
truly patriotic and devoted to the ideals of America, could not find some 
men in their organization that might use a man with one arm or one 
leg as a timekeeper or something like that. If you have any such 
opening, please send your name along to me and I will send an amputee 
down to you. 
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But I am wondering if we are not being a bit too complacent in the 
United States. We have followed a policy of appeasement that is contrary to 
everything that this country stands for and everything that Boston stands 
for. For if Boston exemplifies anything, it is courage, the superhuman 
courage of the founders of the Massachusetts Bay Colony and the superior 
courage of the men that shed blood first in the cause of liberty, who 
threw down the gage of battle to the strongest nation in the world and 
carried on that war for eight long years, despite the fact that if the war 
was lost they would lose everything. It was the same heroism that was 
displayed by John Paul Jones who, with his good ship the Bon Homme 
Richard sinking under him, and called on to surrender, replied, “Sur- 
render! Why, damn it, man, we haven’t begun to fight yet.” That was 
the spirit that Jackson displayed behind the cotton bales at New 
Orleans, the one bright spot in the War of 1812, fought for the freedom of 
the seas. It was the same spirit that was displayed at Iwo Jima and 
other places during the recent war. 


The last war, World War II, destroyed all of the important industrial 
establishments where war materials might be developed in European 
Russia and caused Russia to build great establishments in Asiatic Russia. 
But we have a great friend in Japan, formerly our enemy. I think it was 
in this hall in World War I Japan declared for the United States of 
America where, because I was a party to putting Japan into the war on 
the side of America, I was made a member of the Third Degree of the 
Rising Sun, which gives me certain privileges that I have not accepted yet. 


It is gratifying to know that the Navy is still in excellent condition, 
likewise to know that there is a certainty that with the present military 
leadership in Japan, there is at least a buffer state against the forces in 
Asiatic Russia. It is likewise gratifying to know that the American 
Congress has seen fit to make available sufficient funds to arm the 
Chinese and to stand with Chiang Kai Chek and drive the Communists 
out of China. Thus we may have both China and Japan as buffer states 
in the event of international difficulties. 


It is gratifying to know that we are taking a more courageous attitude, 
and I hope that we may maintain that attitude. And an organization of 
this kind may be the means of accomplishing that, and with the group 
that is here, a really powerful and really patriotic organization, spreading 
that doctrine, you can have peace in the world for a long period of 
time, and have it without the danger of fighting for it.

In 1942, in com- 
mand of the 35l1st Infantry of the 88th Division, he took the 
regiment into combat in North Africa and saw extensive service 
in the Italian Campaign. His most recent assignment before 
coming to the First Service Command was in Seoul, Korea, from 
October, 1945, to December, 1947. His awards and decorations 
include two Distinguished Service Crosses, one in World War I 
and the other in World War II, the Silver Star, Legion of Merit, 
Bronze Star, Purple Heart with three clusters, and decorations 
from several foreign countries.

COLONEL ARTHUR S. CHAMPENEY, U. S. ARMY 


Captain Brink, members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company and guests: It is indeed a pleasure and an honor for me to- 
night to be with you and represent the United States Army and to respond 
to the toast to the Army. 


Since your organization received its charter three hundred and ten years 
ago, it has seen and helped the United States of America grow from a 
British colony to one of the great countries of the world. It has seen the 
United States grow from a nation without military resources to one that 
a few short years ago had one of the greatest armies of all times. At 
present the United States Army is spread out thinly throughout the 
world. Despite the shortage of manpower and despite its many and 
various duties, the United States Army is carrying out the missions assigned 
to it by the Government of the United States in a loyal and efficient 
manner. 


The army today is extremely fortunate that it has the support and 
confidence of such a patriotic and honorable organization, the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company .

Tue Apsurant: A strong first line of defense, always ready with ships 
and planes to stop any nation which dares to attack this land of ours. 
Gentlemen, the United States Navy. 


Captain Brink: Our good friend, Rear Admiral Morton L. 
Deyo, Commandant of the First Naval District, who had planned 
to respond to this toast, has been called away on duty, so his 
good friend Rear Admiral John H. Brown, Jr., Commandant 
of the United States Naval Base at Portsmouth, New Hampshire, 
is honoring us tonight. 


Born in Pennsylvania October 12, 1891. Prepared for Annap- 
olis at Mercersberg Academy. Graduate of U. S. Naval Academy 
in the Class of 1914. While at the Academy he was a varsity 
football, crew and track man. He holds the distinction of being 
the only man at Annapolis to have played every minute of all 
four games with Army from 1910-1913. He kicked two field 
goals in a 6-0 victory in 1912 and three in a 22-9 defeat in 
1913. In 1913 he was named All-American Guard by Walter 
Camp. From January, 1917, until 1933, his duty was all in 
submarines at sea and ashore. Graduated from the Naval War 
College at Newport. In May, 1941, he was ordered back to 
Submarine Duty and became Deputy Commander of Submarines, 
Pacific Fleet. In May, 1945, he took command of Task Force 
92, operating from the Aleutian Islands. Admiral Brown holds 
the following decorations: Navy Distinguished Service Medal, 
Legion of Merit, Gold Star in lieu of a Second Legion of 
Merit (both for combat), the Submarine Combat award. May I 
present Rear Admiral John H. Brown, Jr., the Commandant of the 
United States Naval Base, Portsmouth, New Hampshire. 


REAR ADMIRAL JOHN H. BROWN, JR., UNITED STATES NAVY 


Captain Brink, Your Excellency, Admiral Denfeld, Your Honor the 


Mayor, Members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, and 
fellow guests: 
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It is a great privilege and high honor to appear before this oldest 
military company in the United States; a Company whose foundation 
ante-dates that of the U. S. Navy by one hundred and fifty years, but 
with traditions of the same age, since both organizations stemmed 
from similar ones in the Mother Country — England. 


From its inauguration as a military corps, the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts has been imbued with one purpose; 
to serve. To serve in whatever capacity would best preserve and promote 
the democratic ideals of personal freedom, the right to self-government, 
moral integrity, and recognition of the dignity and worth of the indi- 
vidual, upon which our republic was founded. Our Navy was founded to 
pr ame ideals, For this, both organizations needed 
leaders; men of courage and great personal integrity, who placed the 
welfare of the country as a whole above private gain. You had yours, 
and we had ours in men like Edward Preble of Maine, Isaac Hull, 
Thomas Truxton, Stephen and James Decatur, Bainbridge, Stewart, 
Rogers, Porter, Shaw, — all aggressive, proud, educated men with spirit, 
purpose and standards. 


erve and promote the: 


Today, when the world is divided in the struggle between two ideol- 
ogies, the need for men of such character is greater than ever before and 
it is the duty of each and every one of us to endeavor to develop such 
men, for leaders are made not born. 


Tonight, I will leave the diplomatic problems of the day to our more 
qualified speakers and stay close to the fundamental characteristic of 
personal leadership. You are all military men of various degrees of 
activity and I am sure that you will agree with me that leadership is 
essential in the solving of our tremendous political and military problems 
of today. 


I can find no better way of expressing my thoughts than by making use 
of a letter written by a famous General of World War II to his son, a 
prospective officer. I give you a censored quote: 


There are apparently two types of successful soldiers. Those who get by 
by being unobtrusive and those who get by being obtrusive. I am of the 
latter type, rare and unpopular; but it is my method. One has to choose 
a system and stick to it. People who are not themselyes are nobody. 


To be a successful leader, you must know history. Read it objectively — 
minute details are useless. What you must know is how man reacts. 
Weapons change, but man who uses them changes not at all. Decide 
what will hurt your enemy most within the limits of your capabilities 
to harm him and then do it. Take calculated risks. That is quite different 
from being rash. Defeat is seldom due to losses but to the destruction 
of the soul of the leaders, The “Live to fight another day” doctrine. 
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The most vital quality a leader can possess is self-confidence, utter com- 
plete and bumptious. You can have doubts about your good looks, about 
your intelligence, about your self-control; but to win in war, you must 
have no doubts about your ability as a soldier. 


Soldiers, all men in fact, are natural born hero worshippers. Officers 
with a flare for command realize this and emphasize in their conduct, 
dress, and deportment, the qualities they seek to produce in their men. 
The influence one man can have on thousands is a never ending source 
of wonder to me, 


Officers who through laziness or a foolish desire to be popular fail 
to enforce discipline and the proper wearing of uniforms and equipment 
not in the presence of the enemy, will also fail in battle, and if they fail 
in battle, they are potential murderers. There is no such thing as “a good 
field soldier”. You are either a good soldier or a bad soldier. 


The members of this Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company are, 
and always have been good soldiers — in peace and in war. The in- 
fluence you have exerted has been beyond estimate. May it continue as 
effective in the future as in the past. Your leadership was never more 
sorely needed than today.

Tue Apsutant: The unguarded border between the United States of 
America and the Dominion of Canada is positive proof that men under 
different forms of government can liye together in peace and harmony. 
Gentlemen, the Dominion of Canada. 


Caprain Brink: The gentleman who entertained the Ancients 
so gloriously at Saint John on our last Fall Field Day, a man 
who has endeared himself in our hearts, an Honorary Mem- 
ber of the Company, a great soldier and Governor of the Province 
of New Brunswick, Canada — my friend, the Honorable D. 
Laurence MacLaren. 


HONORABLE D. LAURENCE MacLAREN 


Captain Brink, distinguished guests and fellow members of the Ancients: 
Once again it is a great privilege to meet with you and celebrate your 
Three hundred and tenth Anniversary and to tell you how much I appre- 
ciate this gathering, And I can tell you that on Sunday morning I had 
a very happy occasion when I met at the Copley Plaza with six mem- 
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bers of the battery who served with me in the Canadians in the first 
great war, boys who have come down here to Massachusetts, have become 
American citizens and have taken their places in your great American 
Republic. 


I bring to you greetings from the people of the Province of New Bruns- 
wick, where we have had so many happy occasions and so many happy 
gatherings together. 


The more I hear of this undefended border of three thousand miles, 
where we have no forts and we have no guns and we have no planes, the 
more it seems to me the answer is so simple, that we speak the same 
language, that we have a common heritage and common ideals of free- 
dom and of democracy. There are in this world people who would say 
to you and to me, “We have a better form of government than you 
have,” and while we in Canada have our form and you have yours, and 
we serve our two different flags, we too say to those people that they 
have every right to their opinion, but we also say to them that our 
standard of life that we have, that your fathers and mine fought for 
in order that we might live in peace and freedom and worship in the 
faith of our fathers, is good enough for us. We have seen these dic- 
tators rise and fall, and we simply say that we do not intend to have 
any people in the world tell us on this North American continent that 
they are going to shove some form of government down our throats which 
we do not wish to accept, and we never will. 


I just want to say briefly tonight, that it is a source of great pride 
to be a member of that great British Commonwealth of Nations, and at 
the same time to be allied so closely with our neighbor to the south, 
for in two great World Wars our sons in Canada played no small and 
unimportant part in the victory of our allied forces. And we have got 
to look into the future and simply say this, that you and I remember in 
this continent when that three thousand miles was pretty good protec- 
tion from attack, but that has gone by, and I believe as the years go along, 
this great country of yours and Canada must watch the Arctic regions 
closely, and if ever an attack does come you will see those sons of 
Canada lined up with yours to see that no foreigner will ever put foot 
on this North American continent.

THE ARTILLERY SERMON 


PREACHED AT THE OLp SouTH CuurcH 
on the Three Hundred and Tenth Anniversary of 
Tue ANcIENT AND HONORABLE 
ARTILLERY COMPANY OF MasSACHUSETTS 
June 7, 1948

I am deeply grateful for the honor of being asked to meet with you 
today, as I am deeply appreciative of the solemnity of your remembering 
as of the spirit of your worship. 


It seems to me it may be fitting for us for a few moments to consider 
together the relationship of religion and citizenship or of patriotism and 
religion. There is no true patriotism that is not rooted in the religious 
life, as there is no real religion that does not give rise to love of com- 
munity and love of country. 


What were the prophets of Israel if they were not patriots of the first 
magnitude? And“the prophets of America? Jonathan Mayhew at the old 
West Church here in Boston “broke down the partition wall between 
secular and religious affairs’ and “became the most potent clerical 
asserter in America of civil and religious freedom,” the prophet of the 
revolution, they called him, 


And Jeremy Belknap at the old Federal Street Church, the founder 
also of our Massachusetts Historical Society, pursued the same role. 


Julia Ward Howe, whose great hymn we have had sung for us, and 


Katherine Lee Bates manifested in the voice of song the union of ‘their 
Patriotism and their religion. 


Woodrow Wilson, in the last article he wrote, which President Daniel 
Marsh has put into his book “The American Canon,” said: 


« Aga i : 
Our civilization cannot survive materially unless it be redeemed 
spiritually.” 


And he laid down a single challenge to our churches, and our political 
organizations, and our business concerns alike. 


I want to ask today, What is the patriotism we need in America in 
our time, and to reach a little below the surface of our life, if I may, 
for the answer to that question. 


The most basic need of all is character. No nation can be strong, and 
no nation can be great, except as it derives strength and greatness from 
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the character of its people. Our heritage is a heritage of high character, 
and our future will be assured by the confirmation and continuation of 
that character, or our doom will be spelled by its deterioration. If we 
would be patriotic, if we would be loyal to our country, whether we are 
prominent politicians or humble citizens we must develop and maintain 
nobility and integrity of character, When we compromise our own 
character we violate the honor of our nation. 


More specifically, as an element within our character, and as a pledge 
of patriotism, we must be law-abiding citizens. So many people today devise 
means of getting around the law, forgetting that the law is their own 
sacred agreement with their fellowmen for the safety and the welfare 
and the happiness of all. Every time you and I infringe upon the law, 
we weaken the law, and lower the reputation of our nation, and make 
it that much more difficult to restrain our neighbor in his offences against 
society. It isn’t easy to be a good citizen, but the good citizen puts 
country before self; he obeys the rules of society; he remembers that 
democracy is dependent upon respect for the law, which he himself, by 
the democratic process, has written into the books. Lincoln said, “Let every 
American, every lover of liberty, every well-wisher of his posterity, sweat 
by the blood of the Revolution never to violate in the least particular the 
laws of the country, and never to tolerate their violation by others. Let 
every man remember that to violate the law is to trample upon the blood 
of his fathers, and to tear the charter of his own and his children’s 
liberty. Let reverence for the laws be breathed by every American mother 
to the lisping babe that prattles on her lap; let it be taught in schools; 
let it be preached from the pulpit, proclaimed in the legislative halls, and 
enforced in courts of justice. In short,” he adds, “let it become the 
political religion of the nation.” 


We must not only be law-abiding, however, but we must be virtue-loving 
Americans, if we would be really patriotic. We all covet for our nation a 
good name more than great riches. We all desire that it shall remain, as it 
has been, a nation of courage, justice, and charity, free from pettiness and 
vice. But as Cowper has put it, “When was public virtue to be found 
when private virtue was not? Can he love the whole who loves no part? 
He be a nation’s friend who is, in truth, the friend of no man there?” 


To forsake virtue is treason, and the man who uses public office for 
private gain and is dishonest or corrupt, he who forfeits ethical standards 
in the conduct of his life, no matter how brilliant he may be, is as much 
of a traitor as Benedict Arnold. “Can it be,” asked the Father of our 
country, “that Providence has not connected the permanent felicity of a 
nation with its virtue?” And, we reiterate, its virtue is nothing more or 
less than the virtue of its people. Washington himself was the epitome of 
virtue. It was his virtue, his honesty, his magnanimity, his courage, his 
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loyalty, that we admire. And it was because of this virtue, from the time 
that he was a young surveyor, through the war, and the presidency, to his 
last retirement at Mount Vernon, that he became first, not only in war, 
and peace, but “in the hearts of his countrymen.” Virtue is the pa- 
triotism we need, whether we sit in a banking house down town, or in a 
Congressional seat in the nation’s capital. 


And again, I believe we need, as part of our patriotism, the character 
that is evident in self-reliance. Our age seems to be one in which men are 
getting soft and lazy. The main object is not to make a living, but to 
GET a living, and if it can be gotten with the least effort, so much 
the better. Will we end by becoming parasitic, and pauperizing our- 
selves with our social legislation, or perhaps by gambling away our moral 
and economic stability? 


The day when work is no longer a calling, but only a necessity, or 
when it becomes a drudgery to be avoided, instead of a purpose to be 
fulfilled, or a service to be rendered, will be the day of this country’s 
downfall. Or when the iron goes out of our constitutions, and we shink 
from responsibility, and can no longer bear the burden of toil or ad- 
versity, or exercise the initiative of a race of pioneers, then God will 
wrest from our hands the leadership of the world, and if it is not re- 
turned to Europe, then it must be given to the East. No nation and no 
people can prosper except on the basis\of hard work. Patriotism must 
mean then hard work for us. And America would not be America without 
a citizenry made up of self-reliant individuals, ready to meet obligations 
and take advantage of opportunities. 


Fourthly, if we would be good citizens, and if we would be patriotic, 
we must be reverent. That man is impoverished indeed, and can do 
nothing to enrich his fellow-men, who has not the capacity or the in- 
clination to look up into the hills, from whence cometh his help. “Lead 
me to the rock that is higher than I,” sang the psalmist; “Hitch your 
wagon to a star,” Emerson counselled us; and it is true that every one of us 
attains his dignity only as he develops a reverence for that which is 
above and beyond himself. We are unpatriotic in proportion as we have 
lost the quality of awe and admiration, or again as we have cheapened 
or profaned that which is sacred. And how we do cheapen life today, and 
ridicule or debase that which is holy. If we would be patriotic we must 
be reverent. In the midst of Constitutional Convention of this country, 
at the time of its greatest crisis, Benjamin Franklin made a plea for 
prayer. “The longer I live, the more convincing proofs I see,” he said, 
“of this truth: That God governs in the affairs of men. And if a sparrow 
cannot fall to the ground without His notice, is it probable that an 
empire can rise without His aid?” Franklin believed that without God 
we cannot succeed in our political building any better than the builders 
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of Babel. The recovery of reverence or inescapable ruin are our 
alternatives, 


We have said that character is the patriotism that we need today, 
character that will make us law-abiding, virtue-loving, self-reliant, and 
reverent. 


But there are three other elements in the patriotism that we need 
today, which I would but mention briefly. Vision is one of them. America 
has been a land of vision, as of opportunity, and, perhaps more than 
most nations, without vision it will surely perish. America was never in- 
tended to exist from hand to mouth, and day to day only, or to live for 
the past, but for the future. As the poet puts it, We must dip into the 
future, far as human eye can see, see the vision of the world, and all 
the wonder that will be. And that vision must be vital and commanding 
in our lives. If we cannot see into the future, or if we have no faith in 
the future, then as citizens we are of no account to our country; it 
would be better off without us. “These things shall be, a loftier race than 
e’er the world hath known shall rise, with flame of freedom in their 
souls, and light of knowledge in their eyes.” Unless we glimpse this idea 
clearly, and serve it passionately, patriotism is but a mockery in 
our hearts. 


And the next element in our patriotism must be the spirit of inter- 
dependence, and brotherhood. In 1776 we fought for independence as a 
protest against tyranny. Progress then in the world demanded our in- 
dependence. Today progress in the world demands our interdependence 
with the other nations of mankind, and the recognition and establish- 
ment of brotherhood as a universal reality. 


It is so often reported that Washington warned us against entangling 
alliances, and therefore would not favor the United Nations today. What 
he warned us against was attachments to particular nations in a way 
that would set us over against others. And he also urged us to avoid 
permanent, “‘inyeterate antipathies against particular nations.” “Cultivate 
peace and harmony with all,” was his advice. 


If we would be patriotic, we must enhance and not jeopardize an 
unselfish and far-sighted leadership in America. We must show that we 
believe in brotherhood, as we profess it, for our own neighborhood, and for 
the family of nations. 


And lastly, there should be the element of true liberalism in our 
patriotism. How else can we be loyal to the great pioneers of our 
heritage? When we are inclined to fear that which is or to be timid 
and reluctant to yield to the spirit of adventure that is within us, or 
within others, where we find ourselves getting conservative, and well 
satisfied with the old ways, then we recall the great heroes among the 
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founding fathers of our republic. Remember those reformers and radicals, 
Tom Paine and Patrick Henry, and in our own community, Sam Adams 
and James Otis. We think of them all as substantial and respectable 
gentlemen, but by their example, if we would be patriotic, there must be 
a little something of the radical in us too, and of the rebel, and of the 
reformer. And we must be quick and courageous to detect and counter- 
act tyranny and illiberalism wherever they exist. Whether he is a 
communist or a fascist, or only a republican or democrat, the person who 
is illiberal in America is unpatriotic. 


We need to develop character to be law-abiding, to be virtue-loving, 
to be self-reliant, to be reverent. And we must also possess vision, and thee 
spirit of brotherhood, and an element of true liberalism. 


May all of us endeavor to be more patriotic to our country in these 
ways. And may our patriotism be infused with religion, and made beau- 
tiful and fruitful by religion. You recall Walt Whitman’s testimony, 


“The real and permanent grandeur of these United States must bs 
their religion, 
Otherwise there is no real and permanent grandeur; 
Nor character, nor life worthy the name without religion, 
Nor land, nor man, nor woman without religion.”
